downe one of the tutrettes that foode 
vpon the Aal, whereat al Iſrael was 
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afrapde , and agreed togeather to iſſue

Whiche although Hircons lyked not, pet 
they ſodpd „ and flue many of chep) eni⸗ 
mies, put chem alſo to flpghe, chat they 
were conſtrayned to encampe them ſelues 
further of from Oieruſalem Then the N 
rackces came to the Towes chat the 
Greekes had buylded, and raſed them to 
the grounde. Thus they tſlucd out daply, 
ſkirmiſhyng with Tin, vntyll the feaſt of 
the tabernacles , Then ſent Hircaxus 
to ius, delpzyng bym that he woulde 
graunt them truice „ and let them be 
in peace wi yle che feaſt laſted . Ot te⸗ 
queſt Pia / graunted,and ſent a fatte Dre 
to be offered to the God of Iſrael, coue- 
ryng his hoznes with beaten golde, and 
d2efſpng bym with fillers of Chziſtall,and 
other pzecions ſtones , clad hym alſo ina 
garment of purple, and diucrs other pꝛeti⸗ 
ous clothes. Me ſent mozeouer plate, both 
of lyluer and golde, full of diuers kynde of 
ſpices , all to be offered bnto the Loꝛde. 
Then kyng Hic anus ſawe this, he went 
out vnto Fiat, and after he had made peace 
wich bym, he made hym and his cherte 


men of . 
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to ape hpm agapnit the kpng of Perſia, 
that ac chat time rebelled again him. But 
he carped chere not long,becaule the tyme 
of Pentecoſt was at hande, Wihercfoze 
kyng Hi;caru andthe hoaſt of Iſtacl re» 
turned: but Pius and his armie of the Gre» 
clans pzoceeded. ' Thom the kyng ofthe 
Petſtans met in the ſielde, flue Pias hym 
ſelle, and vanquiſhed the reſidue, that al- 
moſt none remayned. Uhereofwhen ty- 
dyngts came to Hircauss, he was verp 
gladve,and returned to Hieruſalem with 
peace and top- . Alter this Hircanus 
made many great battaples with the 
nations about hym, and had eucr the vic- 
coxte + Heallo came to the mount ot 


raſed downe the temple that the Dectas 
ries han there as they houſe of Sanc- 
warts , whiche they buylded by the li⸗ 
cence of Alexander, the firſt kyng of the 
OGrerkes.' Me that buylded it was M «-

was builded. From thence he went ta the 
Citie of $am414,4 beſieged it.

they within were faine to eate the carkaſes 
of dogges. The feaſt of pzopitiation then 
beyng athande, Hircanus made ſpeedeto 
Vietuſalem to execute his office in that 
feaſt (fe he was the bygb pꝛieſt) appoyn 
ting fo2 generalles of his armie, Ariſtobun 
las his eldeſt ſonne, and his ſeconde ſonne 
Antigonus In the meane ſeaſon, chey 
within the Towne wppt tothe king ol 
Grecce, to come to ſuctout them, which be 
dyd wich a great power . But theſe ca 
voung men the kings went to mett 
them with che trength of the Jſraclices, 
and gaue them the ogerehzowe, kpllyng 
them vp almoſt eucry one, to the number. 
of xxi. M. lighting men, and the reſt fled- 
That doone. che young men recurnedtca 
the ſiege of Samaria, RingHircanys their 
father had tydynges of the commeng of 
the Grccians agayuſt his ſonnes, iu that

Atter this, he tooke his tourney to Sama - 
tia, belieged it a whole peerc,and at length 
wanne it. ſlug all alſo chat bare lyfe wichin 
it. Heraled the walles, the palace, ond 
burnt vp the citie , He hadde warres allo 
wich the Romanes, and the Arabians, 
and God pzoſpered all that euer he tooke 
in hande.

the Phariſces . Wherefoze Hirc anus and 


the Phariſees had the ouerth2owe at i- 


ſtobulus and the Saduces handes, who 
with this victozy p2oceeded foozth co Die⸗ 
ruſalem, heſieged it, ⁊ bꝛought it to great 
diſtreſſe. Therefore the pꝛieſtes and the 
auncient ofthe people conlulted together, 
and came foozth to Ariitobulus , fell pꝛo- 
ſtrate vpon the earth afoze him, x beſought 
hym that he woulde not ſcattet abzode the 
inheriaunce ofthe Loꝛde. He condeſſen⸗ 
ded vnto theyꝛ delyꝛes, vp on theſe conditi- 
ons: that he ſhoulde enter into Þteruſa- 
lem wich them, and be kyng, and his 
brother H irc anus ſhoulde be the — 
pct. ¶Aherebpon they agreed.

as Ariſtobulus entred into Oieruſalem, 
his brother came out ofthe Sanctuarie

ſhed. UWibereuppon Ariſtobulus deuiſed 
howe to make away Hircanus. Whicha 
thing a certaine man called Antipater was 
aware of, a man ot moſt power in all A- 
rael, and thereto alſo a wyſe, expert, and 
learned in al wiſedome, both in the lawes, 
and in the knowledge of the Greeke , iult 
ol his wooꝛde, aud pudent in any ſtrange 
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the dominion ol the Zlraeltes , beyng but 
ſtraungers,# of no noble houſe in Iſrael. 
He bad ther lonnes, Ieſepb his eideſt, the 
next P-filus the chynde Herede,t the fourth 
Pherorss, Thele had ailo a ſyſter called S 
lumith. Autipater fanoured Hircenus (0 in- 
tirely fo his iuſtice and vprightneſle ſake, 
that be opened vnto hym his bzother Ari- 
ſtobulus and the Saducees intent, geuing 
bym counſel co fleeto Hartem kyng of 4- 
rabis : but Antipater him ſelle went befoze 
to bzeake the matter to Hartam, of whoſe 
commyng Hertem was very glad. Then 
Antipater declared to hym home Hircanus 
kpng of Hieruſalem was in minde to fles 
vnto hym, becauſe of Ariſtobulus his bzo- 
cher. If thou wilt helpe him (ſayth he and 


fo; all Tſrael is inclined to Hircanus, and 
fauour not Ariſtobulus . Hartem ans 
ſweared, J am afrapde of the Jewes and 
their wplpneſle, Alexander his father put 
me th7yle to the fople in battaple by bis 
lubtiltie, and tooke mp dominions from 
me. Then Antipater (ware vnto hym:

made a league togeather. Then 
tipater returned to Mieruſalem, - cauſed 
Hircenus to flee in the night, and they both 
went togeather to the kyng of Arabia, 
who muche retopced at Hircanns come 
ming,andreceluedhim honozably. Then 
they came togeather to intreate of the 
league, *, art am demaunded te ſtitution of 
ſuche cities as H irc anus father had taken 
from hym : to whom Hircauus conſented 
in all thynges. Ulherefoze Hartam raplev 
all the people of Arabia, and ledde them 
to Hierulalem,to warre vppon it. To 


tie rounde about. It fdztuned that in 
the ſolemnitie of the Paſſcouer , they 
toulde not haue thep2 ſeruice of the ſo⸗ 
lemnicle in the holy place, betauſe of 
the warres. Thereupon a certayne niſt 
and perfectman of the towne, called Hony- 
oxrig a, bzake out pziutly into the campe

Therefoze as he lawe his lpfe in 
leopardie,' be cred vnto the Logde, O 
Lode euerlaſtpng, whiche haſt choſen 
thy people Jirael out of all people, and 
haſt ſetchp name in this houſe, map it 
pleaſe <p maieſtie to plant among the 
chyldꝛen of Iſrael friendſhyppe and bꝛo⸗ 
therhood, take away from among them 
this hatred whiche is ryſen of nothyng

and let not the one of theſe. factions pꝛe

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thy fernauntes, and chy{dzen of thy coue⸗ 
naunt, QAhen the ſeruauntes of Hirc anus 
hearo hym ſapſo, they ranne vppon hym 
with they ſwoꝛdes, and kylled hym. But 
God deferrednot his vengeance : f; he 
ſtroke the hoaſt aſwel ofthe Arabiens,as 
of Hircanxs, with a greenous peftilence. 
Arche ſame tyme came from Rome a fa- 
mous captapne called Powpeins,to warte 


agaynlt the tountrey of armenia. This Pompeius, 


Pompeius (ent one of his cherte men to Des 
ma/co » of whom as Ariſtobulus (thus be» 
ſieged) had hearde , and that an armie of 
the Romanes was come into Dameſco: 
he ſent hym a preſent ol faure hundzed 
pounde weyght of golde, deſpꝛing hym to 
remooue the armie ofthe Arabian from 
him, and rayſeche ſiege. In thoſe dayes al 
the wozlde obeved the Romanes , That 
captayne therfoze mit vnto Hartam king 
of Arabia in this wiſe : Depart from Hie- 
ruſalem, yt not, chou ſhalt vnderſtand chon 
haſt bzoken thy league with the Senate 
o! Rome, and the whole armie of che Ro- 
manes ſhall ſhoꝛtiy innade thy lande. 
Hartam vppon the ſyght ofthis letter 
rayſedhis liege, 66 
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ruſalem. Hircanat alſo and Antipater de- 
parted with ſhame and tepꝛoche. 4riſtobu- 
lat vpon that gratheted a power, and put · 
ſued after them, gaue the Arabians and Ifs 
raclites that ctooke Hircanus part a great 
ouerthzowe, and after returned to Pieru ; 
ſalem with much toy. Shoztly after, Pom- 
peins tame to Damaſco, where Ariſtobulus 
pꝛeſented hym with a vpne ofgolde, mar» 
ueilons artificially wzought.

And betauſe he tocke his tourney 
towarde Arabia, Hircanu and Antipater 
went with bum to conduct him. Ariſlobulus 
thus beyvg p2yſoncr,and his two ſonnes 
with him, it foztuned chat one of chem, cab 
led Alexander,eſcaped : andhaupng intel 


ligence that Hicanus and his tqunleflour 
were gone out of Hieruſalem , he came 
chpther and rebelled agaynſt Hircanus, 
made vp the bzcaches of the wall that 

Pompeins 
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Pompeins had battered: pea, the Iſraelites 
reſozted vnto him, and made him kyng in 
Hircanus place.CAhereupon he geathered 
an armie, and went foozth to meete with 
Hic anus as he came homewardfrb6 Pom- 
peixs, where he gaue Hircanus the ouer- 
thzow, and Securus the recewer ofthe tri 
bute fledz cſpaped. Then Alex ander retur« 
nedto Hieruſalem,from whence ſhoztly al- 
ter, Gabinius,a Romane wich a ſtrong ar- 
| hum to flce to Ale xaniria. 
And being in the ſame place beſieged allo 
of Gabinius, his mother Ariſtobulus wpte, 
went fooꝛth to Gabinius weeping,and be- 
ſought him that he woulde not deſtroy her 
ſorme: fo2 whole ſake he did Alex ander no 
harme. Gabinius therfoze haning gotten al 
the lande of I«des, made Hircames king of 
Hieruſalem nowthe thirde time: who ſec 
Romane captaines andrulers in Icric ho. 
and in Zepbori,2 thzough al the land of Il- 
rael. It fetuned after this, that 4riſtobulus 
gat out of pꝛiſon at Rome, and came into 
Iſrael: to whom onenery ſyde reſozted 
men in ſuch ſoꝛte, that he had a putſſaunt 
boaſt of Iſrael. IAhereot when he had ta · 
kenmulter,he cole 1 che belk,

COhereups 
on when Maca: conſpyzed agaynſt his 
PÞzince and maiſter, Herode apdedhym 
with an armie, with hozſemen, and with 
ſhyppes alſo agaynſt Oct ian. In whiche 
warres Oftauian gat the victozie,flue An- 
tonie and al his people commyng by ſhip 
to the Ile of Rhodes, and ſo into the land 
of Egypt. Herode hearyng that Marcus 
Antonius was flapne,# that Oclauian Au- 
guſtus was come into Egypt, he fapnted 
lo feare of che diſplcaſure of Oc anian. Ptt 
at length he cooke hart vnto him, pꝛepared 
a ropal pzeſent to be caryed afoze him, aud 
folowed after er hm ll to Oftanian Au- 
u/tus . And lettyng fozwardes,he called 
7:/epb the bulbande of $alunith his liter, 
whom he made cheefe of his houtholde, 
commaurdyng him that if Ofauim Au- 
gum hym to death. he ſhoulde pop» 
M arimi his wyfe, ſaping, It ſhoulde 
not be ſeemely fo; Rynges , chat any 
meane and baſe man ſhoulde marry with 
a Kynges wyddowe, and ſlet pe with her 
pm — Do then he tooke 
tournep towardes Oftauien Augu- 
— was at the Rhodes, 9 
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be vnderſtoode O#« «ia: to be diſpleaſed 
wich hym, foꝛ that he had ay ded M. Auto- 
niut. Therefore as ſoone as Derode came 
to Oftexian Auguſtus preſence, bauyng bis 
crowne vpon his bead, he toke it of, and fel 
downe pꝛoſtrate bpon the ground at Oct 
nian freie, ſaving. Moll noble cmperour, 
J conteſſe my reſpalle agavuil pour Pas 
leſtie, that 4 ioued M, Antonius mp come 
panion in league, who was mp nepghbour 
and ayd to me: and it is true that pour Ma⸗ 
feſtie lynce the tyme pou made me kpng, 
baue hearv of mpne affap2es that haue hap- 
penedvato me, but neuer ſuccoured me. 

I confeſle 
therefoze chat in his war res ⸗gaynſt pour 
Maieſtie „ J apded hym wich an armie, 
wich hoꝛſemen and ſhip : Neithet went J 
out with hym fo2 any warres vpon mpne 
owne boꝛders „ but whenloeucr I went 
wich hym, J helge him to the vttermoſſ of 
my power yen he was kallyng, 5 bol- 
ſtered hym vp : and when he tumbled, J 
tayſed hym agapae. Among? al theſe A 
pzotelt alſo, that I wouldenot be counted

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whether that tt ſhall pleaſe your Paieſtie 
to reſtoze me co my foꝛmer eſtate oz no,fox 
aſmuche as J haue kept touche with A4. 
A ntonias agapnlt pour Maieſtie among? 
other, pf you put me to death, pou ſhaidoo 
me no mong, but iuſtice, becauſe by the 
lawe of armes J haue deſcrued death, 
Wycn Otenien Anguſtus hearde hym 
ſpeaks ſo, be ſayde vnto hym, Aryſe thou 
kpng of Iſrael in peace, be of good com» 
fot, fart not, fo2 thou art wozthp to be 
nee, yea next comp perfon. I knowe that 
M. Antonias was incited by his wyfe, and 
would not folow thy coumſell, fo it he had, 
I dare ſap he would neuer haue conſpp2ed 
agaynſt me.

Then 
they went both togeathcr toward Egypt, 
to be reuenged vpon cleopatra. But that 
wycked woman when ſhe ſaw her citie to 
be ouercome,put on her moſt pꝛccious ap» 
parel,x ſitting vpon the thzone of her king- 
dome,commaunded a viper to be bought 
vnto her: which aſſoone as ſhe had ſuffred 
to ſtyng her bzeſk, ſhee dyed. As OH 
Auguſta: came tothe Pallace, „ 
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her ſit there, he ttioyced that he myght be 
of her , aud commaunded to 

thhuT her from her thone: but when 
came to her, and founde her dead, it dil- 
pleaſed Ott auian, and greeued hym very 
ſoze, In this whple , |1oſepb Salumi bes 
buſbande viſcioſcd vnto Ml arimi, that the 
kyng had commaunded, pf it ſo foxtune 
hym to be put ta death by Aug uſlus, that 
he ſhoulde popſon her. Wiyereupon Ma- 
rimi conceiurd pct a great et hatred toward 
the kyng, inſomuche, that when the kyng 
was returned in lafetie, ſounde, and with 
honour alſo from Ofauien , and that 
all bis menne and whole houſhoide rc» 
ioyced greatly, Marimi ſcewed no coun- 
tenaunce of gladneſſe , no not when the 
kyng bym lelfe tolde her howe great- 
ip he was magnified and honoured of 
Offaxian : but alwaves ſhee was ſad. 
Salumith the kynges (pler perceyuyng 
that M arimi ſo bexed the kyng, ſhe tolde 
bym howe 1-/cp- her bul bande hadde 
lyen with Marimi whvles he was with 
Auguſtus, But Herode(ſape what ſbee

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poung man, Fleaſar ſonne of Anni the 
bygb p2ieſt: He whyles his father was ex · 
etutyng his office, coulde not abyde to ſee 
the Iſtaclites ſo miſozdzed at Flora: han · 


Florus 4 the Romane ſouldiers, of whom 
he made agreat ſlaughter , pzeuaplyng 
much: #gettpng at length the vpper hand 
of Florus, ouerthzewe all his hoaſt, ſo that 
Florus was conſtrapned to flee alone out of 
HHiernfalem,vnto Egypt. In the way as 
be fled,be chaunced to meete with king 4- 
grippa. commyng from Rome from Ner- 
C «/ar & going home into Jude: to whom 
Florus declared what had happened hym 
thꝛough the pouth of the Jewes at Hieru- 
ſalem. And as Agrippa had paſſed Egypt, 
and due toward Oitruſalem, his ſiſter Be- 
ronice directed her letters vnto hym, mo» 
ning him to ioyne with þ Jewes, # to aide 
them.

Leuites aiſa, Mnieſtes, 
vntyl all the chiete men of auda taſt their 
beades togeather and went to MM ah 
lonne of loc hanan the bygh Pull in the 
Mount of Modis, where he hydde hm 
leite ici che miquitie of Antioc has and his 
rulers, crying vpon hym, and ſaping, De⸗ 
liucr at thts ſeaſon the ofthe Lozy, 
and neuer thpnke to thee ſelle, 
whyies the malt wpcked enimie raungeth 
thus, and runnech vppon thy people, and 
ſhedderh thy blood. Fox che blood of all 
Iſcael, what is it but thy blood: andthe

So then 
was M attatbias (tpzred , and delivered

whole death Alexandra his wyfe helde 


the kyngdome. 9,peeres,and dyed , Jn 
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whoſe feede ſucceeded her ſonne Ariſto- 
lala und ratened thee peeres .

The rammes 
that Titus vſed at Hieruſalem „ fo: the 
molt part ran al vpon wheeles. Df the o⸗ 
ther ſozt,he had only two, az we ſhall de⸗ 
clare in his place. The beame of this tam 
that we euen nom deſcribed, was as thicke 
as ten men coulde fadome, the length 
thereof , was fpftie cubites . It was aiſo 
holowe within, and filled wich Dre hpdes, 
folded and ſowed togeather. The wood 
ſerued foz none other purpoſe, then that 
the faſhyon of the Leather might be ſet, 28 
bppon a molde. The hynder part of the 
beame was couered over with tron 
plates. The Leather was put within, 
that the beame ſhoulde not bzeake with 
the pople of the wayghtes that were 
hanged by the rynges behynde, whereas

d}aw backe the beame. The 


They couered it with iron plate, leaſt they 
chat kept the walles, ſhould ſet it on fy2e, 
The hoznesthat were vpon the head of the 
ramme , were as manp vs they lyſted, 
but neuer fewer then ten, and then the 
beame was twentie cubites long, noꝛ alſo 
moe then fyftie, and then the beame was a 
hundzed cubites in length. Betwixt euery 
bhoꝛne was the ſpace ofa cubite, and eucry 
home was as thycke as a man coulde fa- 
dome, che length was one cubite and a 
halle at che leaſt, The woodden wall 
o2 pentaſe was as long as the leather that 
was put within the beame, and it was ſec 
on both the ſpdes cowarde the hynder part 
ofthe beame, todcfende the menne chat 
laboured to batcer the walles, leaſt they 
ſhoulde be hurt with arrowes oz Dartes. 
The Ramme that /Yaſpsſcan vied at 
Torpata , whiche he beſieged,andme in it, 
was made in this ſoꝛt. The length there- 
of was fpftte cubites, it had. 25. hoꝛnes 
inthe head, whiche was as thycke as ten

one man, & betwixt euery hozne the ſpace 
of one cubite. The wapght that was han⸗ 
gedon che hynder part, was a thouſande 
and fpue hundzed calences,euery talent is 
about a hundzed Trop wapxbt. The men 
that laboured in che txecutyng ol this en» 
gyne, were fyfteene hundzed. Toremoue 
it from one place to an other, o2 from one 
citie to another, were appopnted an hun ⸗· 
med and kyltie poke of Dren, 02 elsthzee 
hundzed couple of Hozſes and Mules. 
When as hep ſhoulde aſſaulte any foꝛtes 
02 cities that ſtoode vpon billes, then muſk 
they deuide it in part, and bypng it vp to 
the ſiege by peetemele, and there ſet it to⸗ 
geather againe. Now when the Romans 
— — 
ſeph percepued che walles to , 

tooke great ſacks, filled them ful of chaffe, 
and hanged them downe by the walles, 


dat the hoznes of the ramme coulde not 


come nygh che ſtanes of the wall, but light 
vpponthe lackes, whiche by the reaſon of 
che ſoftneſſe of the chaffe , hyndzed and 
brake the ſtroke, that che wall was leſſe 
hurt. Fozſucheis the natureof lofte 

Nu hinges, 
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thynges, to geue backe to the harde, aud 
to weaken they? foꝛce. But V aſpoſian ſee» 
png the ſubtiltie of Joſeph, vſed alſo poli- 
ciefo2 policie : fo: he ſent into the towne 
ſecretely Jewes, lppes, whiche when the 
batteryes ſhoulde be, myght cut a ſunder 
the coꝛdes that the ſackes were tyed to, 
and with them ſlyppe downe the walles, 
where the Romanes were redy to receiue 
thera, that they ſhoulde not hurt them in 
the fall: and imme diatdly they ſtroke the 
wal with the Ramme. There was at that 
pꝛteſent in the Citie , a certayne valpaunt 
man, named Eleaſar, of the houſe of 4- 
nazi the high pꝛieſt that then dwelt at Hie- 
ruſalem. This Eleaſar perteuung the Ro- 
manes to goe about to batter downe the 
walles as they dpd befoze, plucked out of 
the wall a mightie Cone, ſo that he made a 
great hole oꝛ gappe, wherat hc ſlid downe 
the wal, A light ſtridling vpon the engins, 
made faſt an iron chayne to the hoznes 
thereof , and gate agayne vp quickly 
and nymmblp , from the beame into the 
Towne,with che chapne in his hande, fo} 
the wal was not very bygh aboue bis 
bead, as he ſtood vpon the Ramme, Goon 

other 
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other tall fe owes tooke holde bypon the 
chayne, and faſtened it to pillers + walles 
in the towne, that the Romanes myght 
rather be conſtrayned to bzeake theyz 
ramme , then take it away from thence. 
The pꝛieſt Fleaſar pet once agapne boldlp 
went downe and late vpon the beame, flue 
fifcte men that laboured about the ramme, 
and the reſt he put to flight: then returned 
into the towne , beyng dzawen bp agayne 
from the beame to them that were with- 
inthe towne, greatly retopcing in his 
manhood , After that, went he vp vpon a 
bygh tome, from whence he cumbled 
downe with a myghbtie fozce” a great 
ſtone and a harde, vppon the head of the 
ramme, bake it, that both a great part 
ofthe headand the hoznes fell vppon the 
grounde, Fo? the tron that it was coue⸗ 
red withall, was olde and ruſtie , ſo that 
it was muche waſted and eaten there- 
with, the ropes alſo were olde . After that 
Eleaſar went down? agayne , tooke part 
ofthe head that was b20ken, and hurled 
it into the towne, the Romanes that re- 
mayned, eyther he ſlue 02 put to flyght. 
The archers ſhot at hym, and wounded 
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bym wich fiue arrowes , wherefoze by the 
helpe of his felowes vppon the walles, be 
clymed vp, otherwpſc he had not ben able 
fo the griefe of his woundes. The people 
then gaue a ſhoute fo2 top of the victozie of 
the woozthy pꝛieſt Eleaſar that had (lane 
the Romanes , and bzoken thep2 ramme, 
wherein they put their confidence , and 
bzought partof it into the towne , and fa- 
ſtened it with an iron chayne, chat the Ro- 
mans coulde not pull it backe agayne to 
them, uz haue the ble of it after warde. 
CAherefoze diuers of the valiaunteſt cite 
zens of Iorpata armed them ſclucs that 
dap, beyng ſtyꝛred with the great courage 
that they hadde ſeene in Fleaſar. and went 
downe, hewed the beame into pee ces, 
bzought the poyſes with the tinges, a two 
maſtes with them into the towne : and the 
ſame dap dyed Eleaſar, l great renowme, 
as one that hadde fought foz the ſanctuarie 
ofthe Lozd, and foz his people and conn- 
trey of Jſrael,lpke a fapthfull ſeruaunt and 
ſouldiour ofthe Loꝛd: whom al the people 
mourned fo2 , burping hym in the towne, 
honouring him foz bis death, woꝛthineſſe, 
and fapthtulneſle, appoynting him a = 
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gold and ſiluer, as meate and d2inke,wher- 
wi.h the Romanes allured, fought with 
Tolcph that dap, vnto the Sunne ſettyng, 
and as the batell wared hotte, the Tewes 
wounded /a/poſtex with an arrowe in his 
ryght legge, whiche ſoꝛe diſmayed the Ro- 
manes, when they ſawe the blood runne 
bowne his legge: and that day was a ſoze 
fight betweene the Jewes and the Ro- 
maues, / ius ſeeyng his father wounded, 
ſoze abaſhed, tanne to hym to helpe bym, 
to whom his father ſapde, Powe is it my 
ſonne, that thou art thus aſtcnied , take 
hart to thee, and with a courage reuenge 
thy father of theſe Je wes that haue nowe 
the beiter hande of vs. So both Tit«s 
and J paſian with all they whole 
hoaſt fought that day a very ſoze fight, 
and many were ſlapne of both partes, 
yea, berp fewe were left on Joſephs part, 
wich whom he returned into the towne. 
The next day the Romanes rayſed a 
newe mcunt , in ſteede of chat chat Jo- 
ſeph hadde bzent, and plantcd another 
iron ramme thereuppon betweene {wo 
poſtes acco:dyrgly , fo2 Y aſpaſtan hadde 
þzonght loure of this lozte with — 
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woont befoze: But 
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warre, a baliaumt man, in ſuche a ſozf, chat 
it diuided his head from his body, q made 
it flie a large mple ol. 


T che lame time, one of the Romane 

ſouldiours dewſed with hym lclfe 
howe to ſtrike Joſeph with a venomed ar- 
rowe, and gate hym vnder the wall where 
Joſeph was, to accomplithe his purpoſe, 


lyng and pellpng to the Romanes campe, 
where he dyed. / aſþsſcan and his — 
Titus were fully determined to continue 
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niſhe their watche vppon the walles, This 
vpon a certapne night / aſpaſian and Titus 
vnderſtandyng, ſkaledþ walles at a quar- 
ter, where watchmen were lackyng, any 
after them many other of the Romane 
ſouldiours folowed,which went downe on 
the inſide , and bzake open the great gate 
of the ctowne,whereat entred the whole ar» 
mie ol the Romane s. And beyng within 
the to wne, ſounded thetr Trumpettes, and 
ſhowted vnco battaple. The Tewes 
with che alarum, tumult, and hurly 
burlp of the Romanes, awaked out of 
their ſleepe,and were (oze afrapde , Not- 


place as faſt as they mpght . They bhadve 

made the market place of the towne ſa 
rg of purpoſe, chat pf any buſineſſe 
ſhoulde happen, there mpght come togea- 
ther the whole citie yl they would. And as 
they looked about them, they ſaw the Ro- 
mane armie entryng into the towne by 
the wap that came from the great gate. 
Then fought they with the Romanes, 
and dyed euen in the market place where 
they ſtoode, exhozcpng one another, and 
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ſaytiug, Let vs dye here fighting, and ne- 
ner ſuffer our ſelues to be taken alvue. 
But Joleph and 40. men with lim, woo⸗ 
thy mon all, fledde out of the towne into a 
wood, mere they founde a certapne caue, 
and hyd them ſelues therein . All the reſt 
of the citizens were ſlayne in that conflict, 
to they woulde not peelde no commic 
tem Cues vnc the Romanes, they tru- 
ſted them ſo litle. Foz on a tyme a certaine 
Tewe b(ſought a Romane ſouldionr to 
ſane his ipfe, and the Romane ſware vnto 
hym, ſapemg, God deale thus and thus 
wich mer, vf J lea thce, therefoze peclde 
and come hyther co me. The Jewe re- 
quiredhym to geue hym his ryght hande 
that he mygbt cruſt hym , and the Ro- 
mane recht hym his left hande , The 
we beyng diſmayed in that great 
fcare, markt not that it was his leſte 
Lande: But when the Romane hadde 
onc- helde of hpmhe kept hym faſt wich 
that bande, and with his ryght cooke his 
ſwoozde. and flue che Tewe that then was 
naked, hauyng caſt away his weapon 
vppon cruſt of the Romane. When the 
Icwes ſawe howe che Romane re- 
garded 
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bs. Ihen thoſe men percepued Joſeph 
to be enclined to peelve bnto the Ro- 
mancs, they ſaide vnto him, Ve matucile 
at chee(D Pyince Zoſeph) at thee we ſap, 
that waſt choſen out of thouſandes of peo: 
ple, and pzomoted vnto the Pꝛieſthood 
and kyngdome, to ſanctiſie and hallow the 
Lode God of Iſrael , waſt alſo appopn- 
ted graunde captapne of ſo huge an hoaſt, 
and haſt ſcene with chyne eyes the ſhame- 
ful repzoche or thy people, with the diſ⸗ 
pleaſures and damages of thy ſheepe, that 
chou haſt yet any deſpze to lyue in this dil: 
honour, UUhat ſeeſt thou, that thou woul- 
deſt deſire to liue fo? ? ſhouldeſt thou not 
rather deſire death then lyle + Perad- 
uenture thou perſwadeſt thee ſelfe , that 
they call thee to ſaue thy lyfe , oz for thy 
commoditie : but without doubt this 
were a vapne per{waſion . Foz they call 
thee foz none other intent, then to take 
thee alpue, and to bꝛagge howe they haue 
taken Joſeph, that was conſecrated and 
addict to the warres , and make it an ar · 
gument that chey} power pꝛoſpereth. 
Nowe therefae ( our deare bzother and 
our Pzince) conlyder that this hey wel 
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But putthe 
were it not 


thee to dye then 
tolpue: leaſt thou ſhouldelk heare their re- 


proches,they? vpb)aydpnges 
quarrellpngs. And pf they 
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TAhpdooeſt not thou call to chy remem- 
bzaunce Aaron his bzocher, that went be» 
twyxt ipfe and death, in withſtandyng the 
angel that plagued the people, aud offered 
hym ſelfe to dye foz his people, chat che 
plagne myght ceaſſe from Iſtat lc Ahete 
is king Hul. x bis ſonne I ebonathan that 
toug t fo the people ot God, and dyed in 
the fielve + Coulo not S aui haue ſaue d his 
lyte, and his ſonnes both, pf he had ben 
ſo diſpoſed: But he when he ſa we Iſrael 
haue the ouerthꝛom in the battaple, had no 
deſp2e to lyue any longer, but choſe rather 
death then lyfe, and would not be ſe⸗ 
perated from his bzech2zen neyther in 
lyfe noz death, aſwell be, as Ie honat han 
his ſonne , thoſe beately beloued and 
molt ampable menne (as the Scripture 
tearmeth them.) Uhpdooeſt thou not 
remember (our veare Mince) the rygh» 
teouſneſſe of Dauid the annoynted ofthe 
Low , who ſceyng a moſt greeucus 
peſtilence to rage bppen the people of Tl 
rae!, lapd, Let thy hande (O Lo2ve) A 
ech thee be turned bppon me and 
my fachers houſe , Foz Þ amhe that 
haue ſꝑynned, I haue tranſgreſſed : wa 
th 
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whereby we might 
our Lowe GOD with all our hart,and 
with al our ſoule,and with al our ſtrength* 
Jf it be lothat the ſeruice ot GDD 
conſpſteth not in this , that we ſhoulde 
loue whom he loueth, and dye fo2 bis co: 
uenaunt and Danctuarie, wich 
his ſeruauntes that be ſlapne fo the vnitte 
ofche name of the Lozde : wherein fans 
deth it then? alt not thou oftrmes taught 
and p}ooued bnto'vs , howe thit Lum. 
man that dieth in the wartes foz the Lozd, 
bis Sanctuarie, his people , and bis 
lawe , he is to be counted inthe Lozdes 
lotte, and made woozthp to goe vutothe

Jam Joleph the pꝛieſt, conſecrated to vat-

land: But now when 77 haſt prelved "hy

ſpite fully, what wylt thou lay vnto them, 
02 what amendes canſt thou haue at they? 
bandes ? J put the caſe they caſt in thy 
teeth, and ſap thy wozdes be but lyt s: how 
ſhalt thou auopde the repzoches Art not 
thou he that lapdeſf men ſhou'de fight fo 
the pcople of GOD, vntyl chey die inthe 
conflict. inſo dooyng. thepʒ death ſhould 
be a raunſome fo2 thep} ſynnes : and that 
thep were ſure to goe to that great light, 
that is the lyght oflyfe . Whiche pfit be

And howe ſap pe(pou pꝛin- 
ces) that ſticke vnto pour God, to you J 
lpcake, tell me who (hal make interceſſion 
bnto God fo2 vs, vt we (houlde commit 
this ſinne, and echekpll other * Aude 
not a man iudge hyma ſlaue, a foole,a fro- 
warde perſon, arebell, and a 

man, that ſhoulde be foxced with any 
milerie, to be ſo mad, chat becauſe all 
thynges fall not out as he woulde wpſhe, 
woulde therefoze hang oz deſperateſp mur 
der hym ſelte with his owne handes+ 
Suche pe knowe thelawc thus puniſheth: 
Thep ryghtl,ande is cut of, wherewith 
they fo)ced chem ſelues to dye, then, they 
are left unburied, as menne that haue de- 
ſtroyed theyꝛ owne ſoules: By what 
reaſon chen ſhall we kyll our ſelues + N 
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of our enimies, rather then we Goulve 
ſo ſhametully murder our (e/ues, wherebp 
ener after we ſhould be taken foz manſlcas 
ers. 


doubt he committeth a hapnous crime, 
and ſuche a one as no ſatiſtaction can be 
made fo2 , Belides that, he ſhalbe recke⸗ 
ned faynt harten, and as one that diſpay⸗ 
rech of his rccouerie. Wherefoze our foes 
fathers haue taught vs: A man ought not 
to diſpayre of bis ſafegarde and deliucranct. 
whichecommeth of God , no not when the

longer. But as fo Saul, he was not ap 
poynted king ouer Ilrael after the Loꝛdes 
craued vppon Samuel, Gene vs « king to 
raigne over vs, Uherevpon afterwarde 
God departed from Saul, foz he was not 
obe dient to Gods wpll, but went about by 
koꝛce to eſtabliſhe his kingdome, The loꝛd 
then ſeeyng the wickedneſle of his harre, 
—— — 
ouer his people, annoyntyng 
— — —— 
yet lyuyng. Wlhiche percepuyng, 
perſetuted Dauid, and laboured with 
all bis endeuour to deſtroy hym, becauſe 
he knewe G O D was with bym, and 
Polpered all chat he dyd: whereas con- 


tu dye then lyue, and woulve not lpue af- 
tet che people of Iſrael was ouerthzo- 
wen itn the mountapnes of Gos, And 
in myne opinion, he flue hym ſeiſe fo 
nochyng, but foz that he was a fapnce 
harted cowarde, and btteriy diſpayzed 
ol his ſafegarde . Foz although be ſayde,

his cloſure befoze his tyme, & OD wyl 
not reteyue it , nepther (hal it fpnde any 
reſt, but be deſtroyed.

'T VEN Joleph helde bp bis handesto

bs out ofthe clap: thou art he that leadeſt 
vs in thy fapth , and the multitude of 
thy mercies and benignitie towerdes 
bs hath not ceaſſen. And a

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ſinnes haue ſeparated vs from thee, yet 
„ wearethy 

euery one of vs, and of lang haue been 
called thy people. Thou act L029 ouer 
al creatures and ſoules. Thou doeſt what 
„am roman dare lapto thee,

Thus when Jo- 
ſeph had fimſhed his pzaper , he turned 
bym bnto his felowes , and ſaluted them. 
Then ſapde they, Thynkelt thou therfoze 
to mooue our mynde s, becanſe thou haſt 
payed bnto G O D foz thee ſelfe and foz 
vs? dyd not we tell thee ere whple, lyke 
as we tell cheenow, that we are deter- 
myned to dye by one meanes oz other: 
wherefoze ſap thy mpnde, and tell vs 
what .kynde of death thou wylt ende thy 
Ipfe , fox we haue euer knowen thee a 
iuſt man and a woozthp Munce, therfoze 
arc thou waozthp to dye fy2it. Zoſrph vers 
cepupug that his felowes were vtterly 
determi⸗ 
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lens better way, then '0 yoo it dy te 
wyle. Let vs calt lottes out

Chen every man 
Ipked his deuice (whiche was Gods doo⸗ 
eng, who hearde 1oſepbe; . } and 
ſapde al with one mouth, Cie wpſl. boo 
as tbou halt deuiſed, and to thee it par 
teyneth to diuide the menne , and to caſt 
che lottes , Joſeph aunfw;ared , But let 
vs (weare bp the name of che Lozde, that 
this neutſe (hal ſtande, be ratified,.-and 
perfourmed, Wlhereqnts they accoꝛded, 
and ſware al by the name of che Lozdez 
that they woulde haue that deuiſe to be 
ratifped and kept, whiche 1o/ep- hadde 
inuented by caſtyng ol lottes.

And 
thus dyd Titus bſe them. They that 
peelded bnto hym, 23 
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treated, ſayeing vnto hym, Goe and doo 
as thou wylt, foz thy honours ſake I wyl 
doo ſo muche foz thee. Do Agrippa went 
to them, and ſpake friendly and peaceably 
vnto them, and they tete yued hym in lyte 
manner, but they meant deteite, ſapeing, 
Thou art our Loꝛde and Ring: to whom 
therefoze dooth all that is of any pꝛyce, 
to be deſyꝛed in al Fſrael belong, but baco 
thee*therfoze come neere vato bs, and de- 
bateche matter wich chy ſeruauntes . A- 
Eripp«s ctedieyng they} woozdes , came 
harde to the Citie, and as he lyſtened to 
them chat talked wich hym , one caſt a 
great ſtone from the wall, which light iuſt 
betweene his ſhoulders , with ſuche vio- 
lence, that it ſtroke hym p2oſtrate tothe 
grounde, and bꝛake his backe, with one of 
bis armes alſo. But his ſeruauntes ſtept 
to hym, tooke hym vp, and carryed hym to 
Vaſpaſian : who ſeryng hym ſo ſore hurt, 
ware he woulde neuer goe from thence, 
tyll be had taken the Citie, and oꝛdeted 
chem in lpke maner as he dyd T ia7%«, to 
leave neuet a man alpuc therein.

I ÞHoxtly after , 7«ſp«tien geathercd 

ſouldyers , and repay2edhis armie, 
fopned with Agrippa company , and 
returnedto Selewcia, wanne it, and flue 
them euerp man, leauyng none a lyue: 
and afterwarde went to other Cities 
of Galilee,and tocke them, ſeruing chem 
in lyke ſoꝛte. After that, he came to the 
Citie called Naſcela. whiche was a wal⸗ 
led Towne, — amo 
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fence thoughout all Galiler, none left bug 
it, This he befieged , becauſe thycher re- 
ſazted many cutthotes and wpcked per · 
— Grace? GOD, luehe as 
were robbers and rouers of the lande of 
Judea . Amongſt whom wag a certaine 
man named lebochanen, han mp. 
and pzuden:,ſpecyally to doo a 
wittie counſellour, and ofſuche eloquence, 
that he coulde perſwade cunnpngle, and 
diſwade men from that they had purpo- 
led, Belides this, he was a murderer, te · 
dy to ſhed blood, and to doo any milchtefe, 
a great robber, and one that euer gaped at. 
ter other mens goodes,bp whiche meanes 
he was become very ryche . Ahere⸗ 
foze chere reſozted vnto hym all vayne 
perſons,manſlears, rebels, and ruffians 
lyke bym ſelfe, geuyng hym large re- 
wardes , that they might be ol his frater⸗ 
he tobe they: head. Tita: was ſent to 
this citie by his father, to offer them con- 
ditions of peace , Wlhpther when he 
was come , he ſent his embaſſadours to 
che citzens to entreate the peace with 
chem. W 
i 
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and were redp to enter in league with 
Titus. When as this wicked [cbochanax 
percepued the auntient men of the towne, 
aud the heades woulde recepue peace, he 
commaunded his companions to keepe 
the walles, to let them fromſpcaking wich 
the Remanes, and that they woulde geue 
the Romanes they? amſwere. So there» 
foe ſeditious lebochanen made aunſwere 
to the Embaſſadour of Tit«s,ſaping, To 
mozowe haue we a ſolempne feaſt to the 
Lozde God, tel thy maiſter Tita: there · 
foe „ chat he graunt vs truice foz two 
daycs, and the thy2de daye we wyll geue 
bpm aunſwere . Uherewtth 7 itzs was 
content , and deferred the aſſault foz two 
dapcs. Theſe thpnges were doone bppon 
TWhirſun even „ whiche was called the 
feaſt of werkes and harveſt. The night 
afoze the thirde dap appoynted was come, 
Ichochanan and his complices , gate 
them out of the Towne , and fledde to⸗ 
warde Hierulalem „ ere Tia knews 
thereof . On the mozowe he ſent his 
Embaſſadour to demaunde they anſwere, 
what they woulde doo Thep anſwcred, 
we delpꝛe to entet in a league 0 


for we are yours, to doo pou what plea- 
ſure pour hatt deſp2ech, vppon the tonditi⸗ 
on, hat none of the Romanes hurt eyther 
our badyes 02 goodes . / H vpn this 
made peace wich them, conftrmpug it by 
mytyug ſealed, foz the better aſſuraunce 
thereof. o t hey opened the gates, and 
Titus came into the towne with his whole 
armie, and the Tewes recepued hy n with 
great ioy , honouryng hym very muche. 
Then un enqupꝛed fo2 I eboc h anan and 
bis confederates . The citizens declared 
vnto hym, howe he fledde by nyght with 
all bis towardes Hicruſalem I hea» 
ryngthat, ſencafter tu purſue hym : pet 
they founde hym not, he had made ſuche 
ſpeede . Notwithſtandpng many of the 
people that went out of the Towne with 
hym , that they myght eſcape the daun⸗ 
ger, both men, women, and chyldꝛen, 
olde and impotent perſuns , they ouer⸗ 
tooke, ſiue them cuery one, and recur» 
ned with a great ſpople . After this 1 
tus wanne all the cities in Galtlce , and 
ſet rulers in them. Then fp 
diſlodged from thence „ and came co the 
mount Taboz, * 8 ſnowe vppon

murderers, dectpuers, 

infinitenumber . Foz out of all countreps 
within the lande of Juda, there repay2ed 
thyther all menne of warre, to defende the 
ant tuatte ol out God, and A nani the high 
pueñ receyucd all that came. Theſc ſceing 
lebochanen and his valiantneſſe, reuolted 
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thele cutthꝛotes to lap handes bppon the 
riche men ofthe citte,andtoſpople them of 
their goodes: and this was thetr maner, 
Ulhcn they eſpyed any notable tiche man 
ot che citie, they woulde after this ſozt 
quaxell with bym: Art not thou he that 
hall ſent letters to the Romanes, and to 
Vaſpaſian, to betta the citie vnto them? 
Thus woulde they examine hym befoze 
the people: and when he would anſweare, 
G ©DD fozbyd IJ ſhoulde ſo doo: chen 
woulde they b2yng in godleſſe perſons, 
limbes of the deup|l,of their owne compa- 
nie, to beare falſe witneſſe agapult hpm, 
that he myght be condempned to death by 
the lawe lo a rebel . Thus dealt they wich 
Antipas and Lobia, both noble menne, 
and of the chiefe of the citie: and chey} 
goodes with all their itwelles, the {editi- 
ous ſealed foz them ſelues . They pickt 
quarels alſo to the hygh Pꝛieſtes, thzuſt 
chem from they charges, chat they coulde 
not exctute thep2 ſeruice. Bozeouer, 
thep caſt lottes who ſhoulde haue the 
Pueſtcs office, aud who ſhoulde be no 
Pꝛieſt. Foꝛ they helde the pzieſthood and 
leruce of God, (oz topes , — 

crimes. 
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trifles . So the latte fell vppon one that 
was called Pau, the ſonnt of Peniel, a 
carterly huſbandman , ignozaunt what 
belonged to the pꝛieſtes office, ſo that he 


fplled full of dead bodyes, and llayne men, 
Foz there was not ſo much as one ſtreete, 
but there was ſome ſkyꝛmiſhes mit. The 
people at length gate the vppcr hande of 
the ruffians,foz they were cagerly let, and 
earneſtly bent agaynſt them. The 
ſeditious therefoze lecyng them ſelues 
not able to make they parite goon 
with the people, fle>de every man 
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into the temple ofthe Loꝛde, Curt it after 
them, and there remayned. But Anni 
the high pꝛieſt, ſeeing the wicked to be fled 
to the temple, wylled the people to ceaſſe 
their fighting with them in the holy tem- 
ple of the Lode, left they ſhoulde pollute 
it wich the blood and dead carkaſes of theſe 
wicked perſons, The pcople there faxe left 
of the fight. Then In ani beſet the temple 
rounde about, with a ſixe chouſande ofthe 
beſt and picked men of the people, well 
armed all of chem wich iackes and ſal- 
lettes, and aſwell weaponed, with eue- 
ry man a Swoozde, & Target, and a 
peare 02 Pike, to keepe the temple, 
that they ſhoulde not come fooꝛth. Bozes 
ouer, Anani caſt in his mynde, that be- 
ſides the inuadyng them in the tem- 
ple, whiche were in no wyſe ſeemelp, 
it ſhoulde allo be as great a damage, vt 
the people ofthe Lozde ſhoulde one riue 
and ſticke another in che very temple. 
Foz theſe tauſes he ſent Embaſſadours 
to [ebochanan the Galtlean , chicfe cap» 
ryng hym peace, but I ebochanan refuſed 
it. Fo cht ſeditious had ſent lo the Edo⸗ 
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mites to come and apde them. The Evo- 
mites badde ben euer from they? fy2it be- 
gynnyng very hardy and valtaunt men, 
and warlike , pet were they ſubtect to the 
Jewes. Fo2 Hircanut king of Ida hadde 
conquered them, and cauſed them to be 
circumciſed,bindyng ſuch ol them as were 
the beſt warriours to this ſeruice, to ſtand 
in armes, and keepe watche and warde 
bppon the walles of Hieruſalem day and 
nyght, and the reſt ol chem to pay tribute 
to the Jewes. 

Upon a certayne night came. 2 2. chou · 
ſande of theſe Edomites, all good men 
of warre, agaynfl Pieruſalem. When 
Anani the hygh pꝛieſt, and the people that 
were with hym, hearde the noyſe of the 
Edomites armie, he went bppon the 
walles, and demaunded of chem what 
they were, from whence they came, and 
whyther they wortide + They aunſweared, 
We are Evomites, and came out of 
Edomea to viſite the Lozde God and his 
temple, and to ſee in what caſe his peo» 
ple ſtandeth: foz this we come accozdynex 
to our accuſtomed manner as ener heres 
tofozx, Anani aunſweared , Youare difs 
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ſemblers, and not as pour wooꝛdes dog 
ſhewe, neyther come pe to ſecke God and 
bis ſanctuarie, noꝛ pet to ayde his people, 
but rather top ſuppoztpng of Iehoc banan, 
graumde capcaine of theeues. Were it not 
better fo2 pou to aſſiſt the ſancuarte of 
God, then theſe ſinful ſeditious perſons, 
that conet nothyng els then to lape waſte 
the houſe of God, and to deſtroy his peo- 
ple : They in the moſt holy citie of God, 
doo ſhedde the blood of tuft, godly, and in- 
nocent men: tough whoſe wickedneſſe 
the Romanes haue che vpper bande vpon 
vs,becauſe we haue ciuil warres at home 
with the ſeditious, and externall with the 
Ramanes , Dea, the wickedneſſe of the 
ſeditious is growen ſo farre, that the moſt 
part of vs hadde rather be ſlapne of che 
Romanes , then of our bzechzen the 
Jewes , I ſo be it pe be come tomapn- 
teyne them, pe ſhall vnderſtande that ye 
off:nde our LoweGD D greeuouſlp, to 
helpe (ianers and murderers , that 
treade the people of & O D vnder thepz 
feete, lyke as men treade Grapes in a 
wine pꝛeſſe, and make the temple of 
— a dwellyng place — 
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lers, and wycked perſons, Ve ſap ye 
come toſceke the Lowe :howe is it then 
that ye are thus in armes after the maner 
of warte: Ye ſhell vnderſtande, we ſhutte 
not the gates of the towne becauſe of pou, 
leſt pou ſhoulde come in, after pour accus 
ſtomed manner: but becauſe of pour ar⸗ 
mour and weapons that you haue with 
you, whiche are inſtrumentes of deſtruc- 
tion, a very vumeete faſhion to come and 
vilite the Loꝛde with. You ſhoulde rather 
haue come with offeringes,ſacrifices,con- 
ſellion, and pꝛayſe. Hotwithſtandyng, yl 
ye wyll enter into the towne foz deuoti⸗ 
on ſake, pe art welcome : but pe muſt 
lape away pout weapons, and lo en- 
ter in peaceably , The Edomites aun⸗ 
{weared, We marueple not a lytie 
at thee whiche art the hygh pꝛieſt, our 
Lozde and Mediatour, and at the reſt 
of the Dueſtes of the Lozde, with 
the Elders and Judges ofthe people 
that be pꝛeſent wich c<<ee , and your 
woozdes ſeeme ſtraunge in our eares, 
Foz we bndcrſtande you cake vs fox 
pour enimies, and therevppon you ſtoppe 
vs ol our entcrauncs into the 2 
U 
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bilite the L 03d God after our accuſfoiney 
maner. In chat we be armed as ye obiect 
bnto vs: doo pe not knowe that / paſian 
dꝛawech nygh to comme to this holy citie? 
This we hearyng ol, was the cauſe that 
lve cooke our weapons with bs, to come 
to ayde port, and keepe the toune, as we 


maundement in the lawe, chat dyddeth a 
e 


are bounde to hearken , and to ayde 
theſe ? God fozbyd we ſhoulde doo this: 
fo: we all, both chat be here, and che 
ether Edomites allo, be ſeruauntes of 
che Loꝛde and his people, to maynteyne 
and defende the lawe, che peoptc, and 
the houſe of che Loe. Whyples chey 
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ple, percepued 
watche befoze the gate 


were fledde allo for feare of the tempeſte, 
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ther durſt any of the cowne once looke out 
of his dooꝛes, they were ſo afrayd of choſe 
terrible ſignes of the Element: yet came 
thoſe deſperate felowes, the ſeditious out 
ofthe Temple, dzewe towarde the walles 
without al feare, with ſawes and other in- 
ſtrumentes, to cut a ſunder the barres of 
the gates. And when the craſhyng of the 
thunder and haple was greateſt, then la- 
bourcd they hardeſt, in wieſtpng a ſunder 
the lockes and boltes of the gates, leaſt 
thep ſhoulde be perceiued. And euer when 
the thunder clap was paſt,then ſtayed they 
and left ot tyl it came agayne. Thus play: 
ed they tyl they had bꝛoken and opened the 
gates, and let in the Edomites into the 
citte : who beyng once come in, wandzed 
here add there foꝛ that night , deuyſyng 
howe they might ſet bppon the citizens of 
the towne, and uttetly deſtroy them, They 
called out fyꝛſt they contederates, that 
remayned in the temple , bꝛought them 
thence, and io vned altogeather with the 
Edomites „ ſwearyng one co anocher, 
that they ſhoulde be one people and one 
army. And fooꝛthwith, bepng ſo conte- 
derated togeather , they ſiue che — 
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npgh.38500.of the people of God, all good 
men of God, al good men of warre, beſides 
innumerable other, that they kylled ofthe 
common people. In the moznyng they 
lapde handes on the rych men, haled them 
befoze ſudges, and the. lxx. Elders, whiche 
otherwiſe be called Sanbedrin, whom they 
called togeather ,and theyꝛ wycked I ehe- 
chanan the Galilean, ſpake vnto them in 
this wyſe. Ulhbp condempne pe not thele 
rych cobbes, chat haue made a conſpiracte 
with the Romanes, and determine to bes 
tray this holy Citie into thep2 handes, 
namely one Sechariabu à iuſt man, pers 
fit. godly, and vertuous, one that feared the 
Loꝛde, and loued both God and man : but 
fo: his ryches onely , whiche were very 
great, this / ehoc hanan Captapne ofthe ſe- 
ditious appꝛehended hym, wyllyng the 
Elders to condempne hym to death , fox 
that he had iopned with chep2 enimies (as 
he apde)tobetrap the citie ta them. The 
Pueſtes, Elders, and Judges, bearing bis 
woozdes,and percetuing that both he and 
thereſt ofhis blooddy bande, veſyzed no 
thing els then to make this man awap, al⸗ 
though they knewe hym to be moſt in 
nocent: 
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nocent: they wept and ſighed greatly, /e- 
bochb anan ſeting them wec pe foz Secharia- 
bu, and that they woulde not condempne 
hym, reſpecting his iuſtice and integritie: 
Ulhat quoth he do pou begyn to niourne 
befoze there be any coꝛſe pzeſent? J would 
7 Gonide neuer come where God hath to 
doo, but pf you onder vs thus in pour iudg 
mentes, pe ſhall be the fyꝛſte that we wyll 
lay holde of, and we wyl lit in iudgement 
our ſelucs, todiſcerne the matters ofthe 
people of God, accozdyng as we thynke 
good. Then laying apart al ſhame, with 
an obſlinate minde,the wicked ſoꝛt hoyſcd 
vp Sec bariabu, catrytd him out of the place 
of iungement , and bzought hym vp to 
the cop of a very high Tonne at the Cal 
ende of the Towne , from whence they 
<1uſt hym downe headlong, and he dycd 
there at the walles ſpde in the vale of 
Teboſchaphat . The Pꝛieſtes thercfoze 
were ſoze afrapde of they owne partes, 
andthe Judges alſo wich the Elders, 
ſeeyng the wickednclle of Jehoc hanan and 
the reft of the ſeditious. Foz lebochauan 
hadde geuen them warnong and ſapde, 
Except ye geue ſentence vppon every

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man that we ſhall bzyng bnto you, actor. 
dyng to our mindes, be pe aſſured, ye ſhal 
all of you goe the ſang way that Sechari- 
abu is gone befoze you. After that, they 
d a iuſt mau and a riche, that 
was beloued of al the to ume, whole name 
was Gorinion , ſutnamed valianc, and he 
was a valiant man in deede , moſt expert 
in the warres, thereto wile and wittie,and 
amanofa pure and perfite lyfe, one that 
was euer the fozmolt in batcaple, when ſo 


with ſuche foxce, awd make flaughter of 
ge hem eee ee 
dzyue to rety2e, and meanes 
his body was full ofſkarres , his face and 
head woonderfully mangled with che 
woundes that he hadde recepued in bat- 
taples that he had been in foz the people 
ofthe Loꝛde. Yet nowe becauſc he would 
not folowe that moſt cruell vpllaynes 
mynde leboch anan, and take his parte, 
Jebochanan commaunded hym tobe aps

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mehended and bꝛought befoze hym, and 
when he was come,"lapde thus vnto hym, 
Bake thy wyll,ſet thy houſe in a ſtap, and 
cont:ſſe thee ſelfe vnto the Loꝛde, fo? chere 
is no wap vith thee but death. And ſo they 
ledde hyni out of the Towne to kyl hym 
there,/eaſt there ſhould be any buſpneſle a- 
bout his death „ pf chey had put hym to 
death within the tone: Fo al the Cith- 
zens of Dietuſalem loued him, and he like 
wple loued them. When they were come 
to the place of execution, o erinion fel downe 
afoze them, ard heldught them with ceares 
tn this wple, Scepng ye haue ſo determi⸗ 


to burye my body, other fauout I deſpze 
not They made hym aunſwere , It 
thou hadſt not ſpoken vnto vs thereof, we 


had thought to haue doone it , foz ſo we 
were 
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were determined with our ſelnes . But 
nome ſetyng thou art ſo holde as to de- 
maunde this ol vs, we wyll ſlea thee, but 
buriall getteſt chou none, thy body ſhalbe 


taſt faoꝛch unto the beaſtes of the earth 


g foules of the aire. Gormios pet beſought 
them to the contrarp, vntyl the moſt cruel 
Ichoc banan ſtroke hym, and ſlue hym, and 
afterth1ewe out his body to the beaſtes ol 
the lielde. This doone, they returned into 

the citie. 
VIſbaſan in the meaneſeaſondzewe 
; nygh Hieruſalem, fo2 he had pitchcd 
his tentes at Ceſarea, where hereleeued 
his armte , and payde his ſouldyers great 
wages : wherefoze they tatyed in that 
Citie many dayes. Fo when Vaſpaſian 
bnderſtoode of the ciuil warres in Hieru⸗ 
ſalen, he ſapde vntohis people, Let vs 
make no halle to beſiege Iferuſalem, tyll 
ſuche tyme as they haue flapne one ano- 
ther amongeſt them ſelues , and (o at 
length theyꝛ pzpde wylbe pulled downe, 
when as they ſce them ſelues waſte away 
with ciull warres, hunger, and <y2. 
Fo) Vaſpaſian was a woonderfull poli- 
tyke man in all feates of warres, and his 
Ru wilcdome 
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wyſedome neuer turned him to moꝛe com 
moditie, then in this deutle onely. Sohe 
ſoiourned at Ceſarea wich his men mam 
dapes. In the mcane ſeaſon, the people of 
Vieruſalem made warte v pon Ichec bana 
and his complices, vntyl innumerabit i 
them were deſtroyed, ſome of them were 
Clapne with » ſome the ſeditium 
nickt with ſhozt F certayned 
the ſeditious caryed ſboꝛt daggers lecreth 
vnder they2 garmentes, wherewith they 
woulde come ſodapniy vppon an honef 
and iuſt man, and thꝛuſt bym to the hart, 
that he ſhoulde fall downe dead inthe plac 
without knowledge who ſtroke hym. Se 
by this meanes , what wich ſwooꝛdes in 
open frapes,# what wich daggers ſecrete 
ly, very many of the people were ſlapne, 
and farre moe that way, then by the Ro- 
manes, inſomuche that nowe very few ci- 
tyʒens were left alpue, Thus when lebe 
cbanan had gotten the vpper hande of the 
Citie, he made an armie out of I{icruſa- 
lem, to goe and take the cities chathavde 
made peace with / af paſian : whiche they 
ſackcd and raſcd to the grounde, and who- 
ſoeuet they founde in chem, —

bocbanan hearde of his repapze, where: 
fozehe flae che chiefe gouernour of Ge- 
rara, and gate hym out ofthe towne with 
his companious, and tooke them to they 
kecte, determinyng to flee into a certapne 
wood. Vaſpaſtan haupng knowledge 
thereof, made out after them, ſendyng 
one Pollgorus, who ouertooke them, and 
made a great ſlaughter of them. And in 
his returne towarde Gerara vppon To 
dane ſide, he lyght vppon muche people 
goeing to » that they mpght 
eſcape togeather with che ſeditious, 
Then Poligorus dzoug backe vnto the 
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riner, where he ſiue chirtiene thoulande of 
them, the reſt leaped into Jozdane,# were 
dzowned, to the number of.92.thouſande 


men, women, and chyldzen, with muche

tattell that were all dꝛowned togeather in 
the riuer, in ſomuch that the chanel of '02-

dage. From thence he djllodged,and came 
to a towne called Chamab Gedi. whiche 
be ſubducd .

oziginall , The 2 * 
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and Aſtronomers of that countrey, helde 
an opinion that theſe are the heades of all 
the hotte wellpzinges in chat whole coun- 
trey. Deparcyng from thence, he came to 
Damarxia, and wanne it. Then

Vaſpaſian that is here with vs , a ſage and 


a wyſe man, thereto alſo moſt valianne,

refuſed to take it bpon hym, and woulde in 
no wyſe conlent vnto them. Not withſtan · 
dyng they compelled hym, and placed him 
vpon a tinone of maieſtie, ſettyng an un- 
ptriall crowne vppon his head: whiche he 
woulde haue put awap, and pulled of with 
his hande, becauſe he woulde not be Env 
perour , Uiherefoze the Romane cap- 
taynes dzewe out they ſwoozdes , and 
ſapd, Thou ſhalt be Emperour, and raigne 
ouervs, therefoze refuſe it not: pf thou 
doo, thou ſhalt dye vppon our ſwoozdes, 
Vaſpaſian therefoze ſcepng hym ſelfe con- 
ftrapned , bepng afrayde of his lyfe, be 
was content to ſuffer bym ſelle to be p20- 
claymed Emperour.

There was alſo an other cutthꝛote ruffi⸗ 
an, of a noble houſe in Judea and Hicruſas 
lem, about the ſame time, called Schimeon, 
who beganne alſo to folowe Ieboc hanant 
mann rs in ſleayng innocentes, and rob⸗ 
bpng and reaupng in Hieruſalem. Fog A- 
nai the hygh peſt had once appopnted 
hym pꝛince and chicke captapne of Hieru- 
ſalem: and afterwardes fyndyng hym ay 
tnimie, baniſhed him the citie.CUhercfoze 
Sc himeon went and gate hym a rout of vn» 
thziftes, murderers, and theeues, caſtyng 
in his minde andſaping , Except J ioyne 
mee ſelle with ſuche good felowes, 3 (hall 
neuer be able to be reuenged of Ann and 
his aſſiſkaumces that haue thus baniſhed 
me out of Oicruſalem into cxile mong⸗ 
fullp , vnto my great diſhonour . Shal 
I chat haue been in ſuche eſtate, nowe be 
calt out of mp dignitie, and be conſtray⸗ 
ned to wander here and there as a bas 
nilhed man?: He went therefzc chzough 
al the cities of Judea and Galilce, — 
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ſing to be pꝛoclaymed in the ſtreetes and 
market places, and ſent his letters where 
he coulde not come hym ſelle, in this man» 
ner and fourme : Who ſo euer liſteth ts be 
ridde from the bondage of his mailter, o 
bach had any tiwurie in his countrep , 9} 
what ſcruaunt ſo euer deſirech to be (et at 
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Then the Iereſol mites diuided they ar⸗ 
mie, and ſet bpon Scbimeons tentes ſoden- 
ly, ſmotedownehts tentes, and made a 
great ſlaughter vppon the ſeditious. But 
ſhoztly after Schimeon gate the vpper hand 
of the people of God, foz he came vppon 
them in the nyght ſeaſon,and made a ſoze 
ſlaugbter amongſt chem. Thenthey that 
remayned, tooke them ſelues to flyght to⸗ 
wardes Hietuſale m, and Sc himcon purſu- 
ed them, killing them vnto the hard gates 
of Pietuſalem, ſo that many of them were 
flapne in the way , and very fewe eſcaped, 
After this, Schimeon went and mooned 
warre vppon the Edonnces, to ſubdue 
them vnto hpmlelfe, tohiche befoze were 
vnder the dominion of the 1er0ſolimiter, 
And fpzt he came tothe citie A/«, other · 
wple called Gs, fo2 it was the firſt 
titie within the bozdersof Edome , as 
men come from Hicrulalem , But the 
Edomites mette hym in the feelde in 
great number, and ioyned with hym, 
but nepther part had thevicrozie : where- 


foze at length they tetyꝛed both. Then 
was 5chimeon in (0 great a rage when 


as he coulde not ouercome theſe Eds- 
miles, 
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mites, that he wpſhthpm ſelfe out of his 
lyfe. Do he craſſed fightyng a whplc,znv 
encamped him ſelte in the bozders of che 
lande of Edome, ryght agapnſt it , and 
there abode, thynkyng to let vpon them at 
an other tyme. 

And as he waz deuiſyng howe to oz- 
der all thynges, there came vnto hym an 
Edomite called Jacob, one of the chieleſt

hearyng of Scbimeons pꝛoclamation, was 
mooued to come and enter in league wich 
bym, and chereuppon ſayd vnto hym, Nes« 
uer let it diſcomfoze chee that thou couldeſt 
not ouertome the Edomites at che fyyt 
battaple .

all . By this I percepued that Agrippes 
hart was full ofrancour and tebellion, and 
therefoze J iudged hym to death. For 
where as wyckednetis, there is it meete that

Forthe ſonne of a traytour engbt not to 
hue ypen the earth, becauſe that in bis bart 
remayneth the woorke of bis father, beyng 
conceaued and borne of 4 rebellious ſeede, 
But J haue founde thee alwayes fapths 
ful and true, and cherefozs I commende 
my ſonne to thy wyſedome . Uith this,

Ieſepb is a fapthful man, and a good coun- 
cellour,and who ſo is ruled by his counſel, 
ſhal haue p2oſperous ſucceſſe in that he 
goeth about. Therefoze when Joſeyb ſhall 
come unto thee, after he hach refreſhed 
dym ſelle a fewe daies of his laboures and 


trauaples of the Sea: then (halt thou pꝛe · 
pare thyne expedition agaynſt Hterula- 
lem, to beſiege it . And yl the Jewes te · 
teyue thee peaceably, and wyil ſubmirte

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uer my father hath witten in theſe let 
ters, I would haue doone no leſſe by mine 
owne accoꝛde: but nom that my father 
admonylheth me of the ſame , J ought 
to doo it themoze , Mhereſʒe remains 
here wich me, and I wyll be thy ſonne, and 
thou halt be my father, to rule and gouern 
me with thy counſaple. Do 1o/eph abode 
with Titus at Alexandria a whole moneth 
after he came from Nome. —— 
ted togeather to goe to Pier | 
— it, foꝝ 7oſepb underſtoode well 
penough,that this came of the Lorde , and 
that bis woorde conlde not be letted nor bin- 
dered. Titus therefoze and Toſepb with 
hym,departed from Alexanaris with all 
they armie, and pitched they} tentes ar 
Nicopolis: from thence they came by water 
to 7 haniſe, ſo foozth to Iracles, and lea · 
wng that, came to Peliſis , From thence 
they trauailed thzough the deſart to Bale 
lexim,after that, to ®icron, ſo tu Ga, next 
to A/kalov,then to I laam, after to [opbo, 
andſa to Ceſares .

In the ſame 
ſkyympthe Lebocbanan, a Captapne of the 
Edomites, that came to apde the Tewes, 
was flapne by an Arabian, chat came be⸗ 
hynde hym , and ſtroke hym with an ar⸗ 
rome, whples he was talkyng with the 
Romanes that had entreated him to come 
bnto chem. Foz whom the Edomites 
mourned and ſamented ſoꝛe, foꝝ he was a 
good man of warte. The next night cer 
tapne of the ſedittous, chieſiy of I choc ha- 
nans and Scbimeons companic, iſſued out, 
and came to the tee woodden Townes 
that 7 itus had erected befoze the walles, 
toviewe out of chem the towne, and to ſee 
what the Jewes dyd, where he had alſo ſet 
boch within and without them, foꝛ their de⸗ 
fence, a great garyſon of valiaunt ſonl- 
dyers. Choloeuer were nie the tow2es, 
thoſe the Jewesſlue „ che ot her fled to 
Titus campe. The Romanes chat were 
within the cownes, knowyng nothyng of 
the matter, and truſting to them that were 
et about che towyes for thep2 ſaucgarde, 
ſlept all the nyght. After the Jewes had 
thus ſlapne the Romanes watche , and 
Yi put 
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put them to flyght , they came to the 
towꝛes with ſawes, and cutte the feete a. 
ſunder, ſo that they fell ſodaynely cogea- 
ther with chem that were within, whiche 
were very many, and flue them euery one, 
Titus htaryng the alarme „and the craſh 
png ofthe failpng of che tounes, was (oze 
afrayde, and all his whole armie, and not 
knowyng what the matter was, thepdurſt 
not flurre coward it: ſothe Tewes retur- 
ned cleare into the towne, On the mozow, 
Titus bzought his whole power to the 
walles , and whple the Jewes were a 
they? contentions in the towne, he addze{ 
ſedan other ironramme , wherwith he 
ſodapnelp ſtroke che viter wall, and bat 
tered it through. UWhereupon the people 
that warded that wal, were fapne to with» 
dꝛawe them ſelues within the ſaus 
garde of the ſeconde wall. Then Tit 
commaunded his ſouldpers to raſe to the 
grounde that wall that he had pearſcd, 
and to carrp away the ſtones thereof, 
that they ſhoulde be no let no2 hynde 
raunce to his men. This was the molt 
ſubſtanttall and Urongeſt wall of all, 
thpcker then both the other , and — 
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buylded by Herode , The Romanes la- 
bouryng earneſtly in the detacyng of the 
utter wall, were flaine in great number by 
the Jewes ktom the middle wall; befoze 
they coulde ſiniſhe theyꝛ purpoſe . Tye 
chiefe ol the Jewes, percepupng that 7 - 
tut had not onelp taken, but alſo quite pul⸗ 
led downe the vecer wal!, and howe there 
was nome but two walles left about the 
Towne, it went to theyꝛ hartes, and made 
them ſooke about them. Therefoꝛe be» 
gan the ſeditious now earneſtly to thinke 
of vnitie ⁊ concoꝛde amongit them ſelues: 
ſo that they diuided the Towne amon⸗ 
geſt chem into tee wardes . [ebocba- 
nan was apvoyn ed vnto that warde 
that is on the Nuth parte of the Tem⸗ 
ple, beſpde the Antochia . That parte 
ofthe towne that was toward the Tombe 
of lochanen the hygh Peſt , was at- 
tributed to Schimeon , To Eleaſar was 
tom nitted the keepyng of the wall. 
Thele exhoztyng one another to play 
the menne , dyd valiauntiy reſyſt the 
Romanes : ſo that theconflyctes then 
beganne to be ſoze and harde. The Ros 

manes fo they; renowme and fame , 
yl D ti lapds 
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lapde on loade , andthe Jewes agaynt 
ſtuck ſtyffely to (ep? defence, ſeeing they 
ende at hande, yfthey were flacke. Titzs 
nowe and then ex hoꝛted his ſouldpers to 
play che men, pꝛomiſing them that would 
val yguntly make any enter pꝛyſe bpon the 
Tewes, abund amce of golde, ſpluer, and 
much honour withall. Then ſept koonch 
one of his ſouldyers , named Longinus, 
and put hym ſclfe amongſt the routes of 
the Jewes that were iſſued out of che 
towne, where he ſlue a couple of the chief 
of them, and ſtraight recoucred hym ſelfe 
agayne within the array of the Remanes.

So he ſpake vp 
tohis fetowes.whtiche knewe his mynde, 
that the Romanes mpghe beate, Let 
vs goedowne and flee to the Roman 
armie..

$0 che graunde in the ſyght of the Rs 
manes, : whiche were -ignozaunt of his 
decepte.. Thenone of the Romanes let 
flee an arcame, that wounded Kanto! 
dpon the face, and glauncyng frombym, 
due anocher that ſtoode by hym, Then 
Kanter cryen out, That doo ye + wpll 
pe ſhoote at vs that deſpze to be at peace 
with pou,” whiche pe graunted pon 
fclues , and nowe wyll bzeake pour p26 
miſe chat ye made bnto vs + Is this the 
rewarde, my L ode Tuus, that thou ten 
dꝛeſt me, foz goyng about co flee buto 
thee + that thy ſouldtours ſhculde ſhoote at 
Me, hcaryng me to requy}e 1 
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come yowne, And as Liarus helde bp bis 
lappe to recepue the money that Kantor 
ſpake of, Kantor with all his myght call 
downe a great ſtone , whiche 17% eſpy- 
ing, lept aſyde and auopded: but it lyght 
bpon one ofyis felowes a flue hym. 7 ita 
was woonderfull wzoch at this, and foozth 
with planted pet an other iron ramme : 
gapnlt che wall, and at length layde it flat 
bppon the grounde . Then commaunded 
] ius to make fy2es about che wal, here 
as the Jewes ſhoulde eſcape by, Kauen 
ſeeyng that, woulde haue fledde, and as he 
made halt to eſcape the fpzes, the wapght 
of his armour bare hym downe into the 
fp2c,and there he dyed, moꝛt deſirous of 
death, chen lple. Then entred the Romans 
the ſeditious iſſued, and fought with ſucht

ten powne afoze , In chis ſirmiſhe Ii 
bym ſelle tooke a bowe, and ſhotte at the

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it dyd ſome aunopaunce vnto the Jewes, 
The Tewes notwithſtandyng gaue them 
the repulſe from che towne, and they were 
not able to make their partie good with 
them. Within foure dayes after, came 
vnto Tita a nete ſupplye of ſouldiours 
out of all quarters, fo2 to apde the Roe 
manes,bp whole helpe they pꝛeuayled as 
gaynſt the Fewes, at ſuche tynie as they 
iſſued out of che towne, and 


them ſelues unto the Romanes, ta 


on and Jebochunan togeather , pꝛeparyng 
iy2e to deſtroy the en ng engynes 
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of warre: foz all the Jewes had agreed 
togeathet with one accoꝛde and one mind, 
ſtyl to withſtande the Romanes, Mhere⸗ 
foze Titus perceptipng the Jewes to be 
fo deſperately ſer, that chep had euen bow · 
ed their lpues to death: he beganne to 
offer and pꝛopoſe vnto them conditions of 
peace, and ſharply to rep2ooue and blame 
theſr obſtinate ſtubburneſle , ſapeing, I 
haue nowe wonne two of your walles, 
and pe haue but one left. Therefoze, yt 
pou wpll continue ſtyll in this ſeife wylled 
frowarvneſſe , what wyll pe doo (moſt 
miſerable creatures) when as J ſhall at 
tdiue alſo the chird wall, and quite deſtroy 
poar Citie, pullyng downe pour temple 
and all:? thy voo pe not rather fauour 
and ſpare your owne lpues , pour wpues, 
and chyldzen* But the Jewes let vppon 
a ſullene obſtinacie, woulde in no wyſe 
beate Titus ſpeake. Therefoze I it«s ſent 
Foſepb to declare his mynde vnto them in 
Hebꝛue, that they myght lafelp credite his 
pomiles, andthe peace that was offered, 
Toſeph therefoze went, and ſtoode ouer 
agaputt the gate, keeping him ſeife aloofe 
ek, foz -he-was afrayde to come npgh 
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An Oration of Ioſepbus, 
to the Citizens of Hie-

pour purpoſe: fo2 fo? I perteyue pou tocon- 
tinue in this ſame ſelfe wyll to withſtande 
the Romanes ſtyl, whiche is nothyng els 
then to ſp2ead abode this calamitie furs 
ther, both vpon che people of God, and bp- 
on his holy temple . Albett Tam not a- 
renowned citie, leaſt it ſhoulde be raced 
and peſtroped:but fo che ſacrifices i burnt 
leaſt they ſhoulde ceaſſe, as 
the dayly ſacriftce is ceaſſed .

inurie they had doone hym + Wherefoze 
ſome of them he caſt into pꝛiſon, and hand- 
led them at his pleaſure with craftie accu- 
ſations, eſpecially 1d«s5, who was the 
chiefe amongeſt them , of whomall che 
Tewes tooke theyꝛ name, who yf he had 
been ſo diſpoſed, had ben able to lay oſepb 
at his foote a thouſande tymes , not kno⸗ 
wyng bym to be /oſepb , TWherefoze 
when he twas ſo roughly and ſo ſharpely 
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tamted o him, he mpght haue killed hun 
in his rage. Fo2 he was a very bold man 
and a hardie, of a noble courage, whiche 
ſarely had not fozced a rulhe to haue ſlaine 
that Egyptian, and moe to of his felowes, 
Notwithſtandyng he dyd not ſo, but con⸗ 
itted him ſelle vnder the yooke 

of Jeſepb. called hym his Lozd and good 
him to be ſome Egyp⸗ 

tian, humbled hym ſelle befoze bym, to 
obtapne his petition , and to get cone, 
leaſt his facher,his bzethzen, and chep? fa⸗ 
milie houlde dye foz hunger. What 
ſhoulde J (ap of 1o/epb, ſo beautifull, ſo 
wpſe and wyttie a man: was not he faine 
tolerue in Fharaos houſe , wherein al- 
though his wyſedome was well knowen, 
inſomuche that Pharao ſet moe by hym, 
then by all the noble men that were then 
uyue, was alſo called Lozde great mat- 
let, and Pharos father: nenertheleſle, he 
humbly beſought Pbaras that he myght 
lutayne his father and brethzen wich 
bead, knowyng chat at that tyme the 
dominion belonged to Tr and his 
people, beyug geuenthem of G O D: 
and although yf I/ eh havde lyſte to te · 
I il turne 
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turne into the lande of c nan. with all his 
fathers whole houſholde, without Ph arac; 
leaue : no man could haue letted hym to 
doo it, ſoꝛ he bare the greateſt rule at that 
tyme in Egypt, pet dyd he not fo. Beni 
min alſo was likened to a tauening woolfe | 
fo: his feartceneſſe, when he was fetched + 
gapne by fozce of / oſepbes ſtewarde, fap 
nyng alye vppon hym, howe chaunced he 
dyd not kyll hym ?: Oz cls when he alone 
purſued Zenismin and his other hetinen: 
couldnot he yfhe had lyſt haue flapne the 
felowe,and buryed hym, ſo that the matter Þþ 
ſhoulde neuer haue come to lyght ? Not 
wichſtandyng, they dyd nothyng ſo noz ſo: 
but Judas wyſely waping the exhaltations 
and deiec:ions , the pꝛomotions i dilgta 
cinges, with the common courſes of che Þ 
wozlde , returnedagapne with his bze- 
then into the Citie , went to 1oſeph and 
be ſought hym, vntyll his bowels were 
moouedto pitie, and he was knomen of 
his bꝛethꝛen.

Who can controll hym that 
ts ſtronger then he 4 The Romanes at 
this pꝛelent haue che dominion ouer all 
landes & people, ouer the Egyptians, Al 
ſpzians,Jerſians,and Chaldees,(to every 
one of theſe you haue been in bondage) aud 
ouer other nations alſo, whiche neucrthe- 
lefſe,tyll their ground,ſowe,mowe,plant, 
and geather in their fruites: and who hath 
the pꝛolite of theſe goodes and labour but 
the Romaneswho whyles the other toyle

UWherefoze marke this alſo my be- 
then, The kynges of Macedonia once 
haddetherule of the whole wor, 
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ally in the tyme of Alexander of Matedo- 
nia: but at this dap their empire is taken 
from chem, and they are become ſubiectes 
tothe Romanes, Thep when the Ros 
manes ſirſt ſer vppon them, were very hau · 
tie and cope,determining tu reſilt the Ro- 
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Nau, becauſe pou haue ſinned againſt hym. 
And whiche ol you can ſay he hath intelli 
gente ofthe ſecrete ofthe Lode , o2 hath 
recepued any ſuch watche woozde,as God 
gane at that tyme vnto Dauid: 
. W ben thou ſhalt beare « ſounde of mour- 
ng in the toppes of the Mulberie trees, 
then ſhalt thou ſet forwarde , for then ſhall 
the Lorde goe foorth before thy face, to [mite 
the tentes and campes of the Philiſtines . 
Whoſoeuer (J ſap) bath knowledge of 
i ſuche token, let hym reueale it to his 
nrighbour, and I conlde wel conſent to fo- 
owe it. But ſeeing there is no ſuch thing, 
drarken bnto me my deart bzethzen,come 
and ſerue the Romanet in peace and trans 
Cuilitie , It ſhalbe no diſhoneſtie fo2 you, 
with che kinges of Pera to be ſubiect to 
the Romanes : they that ſometyme were 
pour 


encangled with che warres of the Gen- 
tiles, 1 
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Had you not cuer the victozle from che 
tyme pou came out of Egypt, vntylithe 
raigne ot Saui the ſonneof Cis + Do long 
asthe Loꝛde was pour kyng, vou were in 
bondage to no man,pou ſerued GDD as 
your only king. But alter that your euyll 
and cozrupt deſire ſtirred you to be yzke of 
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kinges: ſo that from that tyme your couns 
trey began to goe to macke, and he that 
was the be! amongeſt them was Rebobo- 
am, mhiche ſayde vnto you, My father cop 
rected pou wich whypppes, but I wyll 
ſcourge you with Scoptons. And ſo dpd 
thereſt ol the kpnges, whiche raigned al. 
ter him: very fewe ol them pleaſed God, 
All the other wꝛought abomination, not 
one of them dyd any good, 02 raigned in 
the leare of the Lo2de . And in this maner 
remayned the Emppꝛe long tyme with 
vou, untyll the kinges of c ballea came and 
ledde port taptiue into Babylon, where as 
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bym fo rygh- 

teouſneſſe. After Cboreſches death, roſe 
agaynſt pou the moſt wycked kynges of 
Greece, who warryng vppon pou, gaue 
pou great ouerthzowes , vntyll God ſtirs 
red vp the fpirites of certapne ſage 
pꝛieſtes, ofthe ſtocke of — , that 
reuenged pour iniuries. At that tyme 
vou were bzethzen and freendes with the 
Romanes, 
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Romanes ,and friend\pp grewe betwixe 


pou many peeres. After that you fel from

to gene place and obey that whiche is 
ſtronger. Fo2 the Oxe aud Goate are in 
ame ofche Lion, che Ramme and che Ewe 
ol che Woolfe, the Cowe and the Lambg 
fearecthe Beare , the Goate the Libarde, 
che Pauke is afrayde of the Eagle, the 
Doue ofthe Pauke. Way the maner of 
Beaſtes and Birdes amongſt chep2 owne 
kynde, you ſhall ſee euer the bygger and 
Qronger to be maiſter ouer the leſſe and 
weaker, Audſo in all other thynges, the 
ſtronger ſet chem ſelues befoze che weaker 
alwaypes.UWlherefoze pe moztal menlearne 
pe hereat : dyd not one GDD make all 
thynges, and he hym ſelle hath dominion 
ouer them all: Notwithſtandyng, al thin 
are ſo knytte togeachet amongſt them 
chat no one thyng can ſtande with- 

out an other. But he that holdes vp al 
chynges,. is the bleſſed GDD, who pf be 
liſt, can bzing them al into duſt againe, his 
name be extold fo2 euer. Take example, J 
pꝛay pou, of the parts ofthe whole wozld, 
pou ſhal ſee one part to be in ſubiection, an 
other to beare rule. Be not then to ſtyffe

pou + Fox pon are wyckedpeople , and 
haue ſprmed agaynſt hym. Howe can 
pour ſynnes be purged , whiche you haue 
committed in the Temple of che Loꝛde 
by ſheddyng ol innocent blood, 
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ſpeare. Tall to pour remembꝛaunte (ye bo 
ry tooles) Ara bam pour father, wdicht be- 
gate pou , by what meanes he onereawe 
Pharao the kyng of Egypt, who nolcntly 
had taken away Sara his wpfe from hym: 
ſurely none other way dyd he obteyne <x 
victoꝛie, then by pꝛaier vnto the L ozd. who 
ftyzredthe ſpirite of F baras. and put hym 
in mynde to reſtode hym his wyfe S 
cleane and vndefyltd. Abraham was qui 
in his bedde, and at reſt from all croudles : 
but P haraa, that great Lowe and ruler, he 
was punyſhed in che meane ſeaſon with 
great plagues, becauſe of Sr «whom he 
had taken to hym by vpolence, todefloure 
her, whiche God woulde not ſuffer, but ra- 
ther vncouered Pharaos fleſhe, that he was 
fapne to ſhewe the fecretsparts of his bo⸗ 
dy to Phiſitions, co lr if they could heali 
them.

At this tyme Titus gaue commanndes 
ment to al the Romanes, — 
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the Lewes that were pziſoners , and the 
be ſyyſted from bymſelle the blood of the 
ſeruaumtes, and lapde it bpon the neckes of 
they mailkers : foz Titur cooke pitie of 
them chjough 1oſepbes gation, and his 
good counſel. The common people of che 
Iewes deſyꝛed nothyng moze then to haue 
ronuned fooꝛth, and to fall at agreement, 
ts make peace with '7it«s: but Schimesn, 
Eleaſar,and Iehochanan, captapnes of the 
ſeditious, ſet ſtrong watche and warde at 
enery gate, chargpog them to kyfl al that 
woulde goe foozch. Thus were many kil- 
led which mould haue fled foozth co Titus, 
and the citie of Hieruſalem was cloſed vp, 
thatno mancoulp get out no2 in. In the 
meane ſeaſon fell a great dearth and fa- 
mine in Hteruſalem,inſomuche, that the 
ſedicious ſearched euerp mans houſe and 
ſellar fo2 foode . And becauſe a certaine 


houtoider withkoode then!, they kplled 
hym. Thus chey dealt with al men that 
dwelled at Hieruſalem, iyi · che vyctuales 
in che Towne was all ſpent , that men 
began to ſeeke doung and very mans er · 
ctementes to cate „ by whiche meanes

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much ofthe people died fo) hunger, Cho 
ſocuer at that time could get any hearbes

had founde meate to ſuſtapne and ſaue his 
Ipfe withall, in thar hard famine ard terti 
ble hunger. MPozeduer,who ſo had any 
cone in ſtoze that no man knew of, : he 
was afrayde to ſend it tu the myll, o2 bake 
it, becauſe ofthe wickedneſſe of the ſedin⸗ 
dus, leſt they ſhould take away from them 
them luſit naunte: Wherfoze many did 
eate the dꝛye come duground in they ſel⸗ 
lars pꝛiuily. At that tyme atio were exces 
dyng ryche men in Þienfſalem , whiche 
ſale mt ate one from anuther, ſo that the 
father catchs meate froni the tonne the 
ſonne from the fache r, the mother ſnarcht 
from her chyldꝛen, the chylbzen lykewiſt 
from theyꝛ mother: andfuchas fled out 
at the gates, 02 other myſe let them ſelnes 
downe ouer the walles in the nyght ſeaſon 
bnwares to the ſeditious perſons, the Ro 
mans killed them wichone This eutl ther⸗ 
foze and diſtreſſe encreaſed ſo long, tyll che 
people had deuoured all chat euet * 
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the earth, from the Mouſe to the Spyder, 
from the Neuet to the Wleeſel; wherby a 
moꝛe greuous peſtilence folowed, ſo that 
innumerable people of the L od dyed, and 
there was no man to bury them. hen 
they chaunted to finde any dead hoꝛſe 03 o- 
ther beaſte in the towne,a man ſhoulde ſee 
many J{raelites frpue p light ton it, in all 
pointes like to famiſhed Ranens lighti 
bpon a dead caxkaſe, ſu that in ſuch centens 
tions bery many were ſiaint. 
when diuers men with their wines # chyl⸗ 
den gat out of that citie to gather hearbs 
to eace, t chaunced among the Romans, 
— — 
and kylled them, ſaping, diſpatch 
theſe, leaſt when they grow 8nce to mans 
late, they make war vpon vs, as they? fa- 
thers do at this day. So many as came 
out of the gates ofthe citie now and then, 
the Romanes killed, and hanged them vp- 
on gallows ouer againſt the gates of iÞie- 
rulalem,to the numver of,500. After the 
lame maner Schimeon, Ie hoc hanan. ꝶ Fle- 
«/ar dealt with thoſe Romans whom they 
foulde by any trapne catche, euen hanged 
hem up bpon che walles . hoſocuer 
Bb 1 A's 
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wpleouer the wakes 10 the mander offi 


ofthe Nraelites, and craſſed not to 
friendly and loupngly tothe 1erg/o- 
Iymites ; (u chat he went pet once 
to the walles, and ſpake vnto the Jewes 
on this ſozte. Oeate J beſeeche pou, the 
tounſell of Ioſepb, and come vnto me, that 
vou map liue, i not perplh viterly. Spare 
pour people: why wyl you oppꝛeſſe them 
vexed wich hunger, thyyſt, peſtilence,and 


and 
intended to adde miſchiefe vpon nuſchiefe, 
bandlyng yet moze cruelly the people of 
GD. Pozeouer, they rapled at 7 it«s, 
to pꝛouooke hym to anger, chat he myght 
leaue ofſpeakyng to che people, whiche 
hadde nowe almoſte loſt chepz obedience 
and feare of che ſedicious. Uherefoze the 
ſeditious ſpake thus vnto the Romanes. 
It is better foz vs to dye fo hunger, = 
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tobe kylled in thts affliction,ſo to tome to 
the blilſe and lyghe we hope fo2 , then to 
lpue, and ſee the moſt holy temple of God 
this, he commaunded an iron ramme to 
be ſet to the wall co batter it, that he might 
delpuer thole pooze metches out of Schi- 
meon,Eleaſar,and lebechanens hands, who 
helde them in as capttues, At the ſame 
tpme, as they erected that engine to the 
wall, it foztuned there was in the campe 
acertapne poung man, whoſe name was 
Memag anin, ſonne of Antiocbus of M ace- 
dunia, one of the kynges of the Grecians , 


hardie ſouldiour , but he lacked diſcreti 
he came to 7 its, and layde, J cannot 
but maruaple at thy ſouldiours that van · 
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out thy ſwoozde, to declare thy manhood 
vppon them:(Uherefoze the young kyng 
encouraged him ſelfe, and called togeather 
all his M acedonian ſouldiours , then ap⸗ 
pꝛoched to the Jewes , and began to ſxx⸗ 


miſhe wich them, ootyng with their 


bowes and arrowes apace. But at length 
the Tewes handled them ſa, that nat one of 
the M acedonians , ſaue onely the poung 
kyng, whiche by his good foocemanſhyp 
and ſwyft tunnyng gate awap, and retur- 
ned to Titus , That Memaeganin was of 
the kinrede of. Alexander the great, king of 
AM acedonia,which had the dominion of the 
whole woꝛlde, and whom all nations and 
people ſtoode in awe of. Ioſepbus the pyteft 
demaunded ofhim whole ſonne he was: 
De aunſweared, J came ofthe ſeede of /- 
lexander, J am the tenth from him, Toſepb 
{apd, It may well be as thou haſt ſapd,that 
thou art ofthe ſucceſſion of Alexander, fi 
the valiauntneſſe of thy hart that thou haſt 
ſhewed, declareth no leſſe. Howbeic thou 
halt underſtande, that che Romanes haue 
doone wyſely ta abſtapne from the aſſault 
at this tyme, becauſe they knewe they 
{þoulde haue to doo with a mol? valiaunt 

. nation, 
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nation, whiche thou hauyng ſo well tryed, 
mapeſt repoꝛt and teſtifie when thou art 
aſked the queſtion. 


of Feerthis, Titus diutded his whole 
„and layde them pꝛiuilie in 
ambuſhesrounde about the walles. He 
pepared mozeater foure rammes of 
iron tobatter the walles. Ok theſe,one he 
planted vppon the (ide of the place called 
Antoc bia, the engine was thirtie cubites 
lung. The ſame nyght captapne ehoch«- 
nan with his company iſſued faoꝛch, and 
badermined the ground vnder the wheeles 
of the wagons that bare the ramme , put- 
ting pitched boozdes,opled, and done ouer 
with bzimſtone, in the trenches vnder the 
wheeles, & vnder the boozdes they ſpꝛead 
leather, whiche likewpſe was ſmeared and 
done auer with pitche, ople, + bzimſfone. 
Then they ſet fire vpon the boozdes,which 
burned tyll they came tathe feete of the 
ramme : and they once ſec a fire and burnt, 
the engine fell bppon the watche that was 
appoyneed to keepe it, beyng a ſleepe,and 
kyiled them. TAhereat the Romanes 
were muche dilmayed, and ſayde, It ig 
Bb itit not 
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not poſſible we ſhoulde aſſault this Cltte 
bereafter : foz they haue burnt all our en- 
gines of warre, wherewith we haue ſub- 
duedall other kingdomes ; ſo that nowe 
of liftie iron rammes whiche we bzoughe 
with vs, me hadde but fiue left, and the ſe 
ditions Jewes haue burnt tyzee ofthem, 
what ſhat{ we nowe doo: Howe ſhall we 
batter the walles hereafter + The Jewes 
vppon the walles hearyng then woo? des, 
flowced them, and laught them to ſcoꝛne. 
TWherefoze Tan,, intenſed with anger, 
commannded the other tee rammes to 
be add2eſled in the place of chat whiche 
was bzent. In the meane ſeaſon , whyles 
the Romanes were at woozke, foure 
poung men mooued with a great scale, 
whoſe names were, fyꝛſt 7 bopatins Gali- 
leur, then Magarus Chebronita, the thyde 
Jorminus Sc homronit a, the fourth, Arius Je- 
roſoly mita. Thele all armed, iſſued out 
into the campe of the Romanes , that 
then ſtoode about their thee engines and 
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to keepe of all them that appzoched nygh 
the engines, whyle the other two, 1er0/0- 
lymitanxs and Sc bomronit a daubed the tim- 
ber with a certayne matter whiche they 
had pzeparedto make it take fpze, and 
ſtrayghtwap ſet fyꝛe vpon them, ſo that ſo- 
dapnelp the rammes were on a lyghe 
fire. Then they al foure topning cogeather, 
withode che Romanes that they ſhoulde 
not come at the engmes to quenche the 
fox. Shoꝛtiy the Rammes fel downe, and 
the Ramnnes ſtood aloofe, hurling ſtones, 
and ſhoottng thicke at them: fo2 they were 
them,becauſe

Oren & Goates axe taken in their foldes* 
It ye be men tome fooꝛch, and let vs ttye 
our manhood here in this platne , But pou 
by ſtealth and at bnwares ſet vppon them 
chat kee pe our engines, atchyng them vp 
lyke as it were Molues ſhoulde ſnatche 
Sheepe,then runne away into the towne, 
as the Molues runne into the wood .

E/e«/ar in the meane ſeaſon 
and his company, tooke as they mygbe 
xeat,euery mana peete of the engins out 
ofthe we, — of they} heades that 
they. had kplted, and returned with great 
wop, floutyng the Romanes, 'andlaugh- 
yng them to ſroꝛne bythe way, tyll they 
came to the gates ot Hieraſalem, where 
they wererecepued of Schimeon and Tebo- 
cbanan with great honour. 


Done after this, came many ſouldyers 
and great bandes of menne out of all 
Nations that were ſubiecte to the Emo 
pp2e of the Romancs, to apde Tias:

But the pnnres of 
the Ronranes delyzev 7it«s that he u 
not permit them chia, tealt he (hovide en- 
ataic tit y owne lozowes, pf peraduen- 
mes chey ſhould be diſcomficed (ſay they) 
it che Lewes, and the matter redounde bn- 
ro our ſhame .

fapled them long agoe,and(o they ſhal be 
famiſhcd. Beſydes this, when they ſhall 
ſce vs ceaſſe to ſight with chem, they wyll 
fal at variaunce amongſt them ſelues, and 
kil one another. This counſel was thought 
good of all Z u Hinces: wherefoze they 
beſieged the Towne as 7 #«s commaun- 
dev, and cloſed vp all the wayes of the citie 
rounde about, leaſt the Jewes ſhoulde as 
they had doone befoze,come vpon them at 
bnwares , They appointed mozecuer 
watche dap and nyght , to take berde 
that no man ſhoulde comme out of the 
Towne to geatherhearbcs foz thepy ſuſte- 
naunce . Then encreaſed the hunger in 
Heiruſalem, whiche pf it hadde not ben ſo 
grecucus, the citie had neuer been wonne: 
fo the ſuuldpers of the Towne were 
lyghter then Eagles, andfearcer then 
Lyons. There dyedtherefoze of the fa⸗ 
myne woond:rfull manp of the Teroſoli⸗ 
mites, ſo chat the Jewes coulde not fynde 
place 
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place to burie them in, they were ſo many 
in euery place of the tumne. Many caſk 
chep2 dead folkes into they welles, and 
tumbled in chem lelues after, and dyed, 
Hany alſo made them ſelues graues, and 
went into them alvue , where they tarted 
dap and nygbt, and dyed vnmourned foz, 
Foz al mournyng and accuſfomedlamen- 
tation fo2 the dead was left of, becauſe of 
the vnmeaſurable famine, whiche was ſo 
great that it can not be told, and I can not 
rehearſe the chouſand:h part of þ nuſchiefe 
that folowed of the hunger, Titus ſeepng 
the innumerable carkaſes of che dead that 
were caſt into the bzooke Rivzon ſyke 
doung , was woonderfullp amaſed with 
feare, and ſtretched out his handes to- 
warde heanen, ſaying, Loꝛde God ofhea- 
en and earth, whom che Iſtaclites be⸗ 
leeue in, clenſe me from this ſinne, whiche 
ſurely Jam not the cauſe of: m I requi- 
red peace ol them, but they refuſed it, and 
they them ſelues art long of this miſchiefe, 
thep haue ſinned againſt cheir owne ſoules 
and lyues: I beſeeche thee reckenit not to 
me fo2 a ſinne, that the Tewes dye on this

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wyll bzyng the Romanes ſome npght at 
mpdnygyht into the cicie : Therefoze Sch.

fightyng, 


ſapeing, Goe and oblerue

permit this, that our bodyes maybe toy- 
ned in this woꝛlde, pet can he not let our 
ſoules to be ioyncd. Foz after I ſhalbe 
once dead, I doubt not but J ſhall ſee the 
light of the Loꝛd Dis ſomes hearing their 
fathers. woꝛdes, began to weepe very ſoꝛt 
with their father, who ſayde vnto them, A-

O that J 
myght goe befoze pou, the L oꝛd knoweth 
I would doo it gladiy. But pe my ſonnes, 
maruapie ncuer at this that is chaunced 
bnto vs, fo it is no new thyng. The lyke 
happened befoze this in the tyme of the 
Chaſmonanites, when as Aut ioc hus by his 
wyckedneſle, put to death the ſeuen bye» 
then, young men, in the ſight ot they? mo · 
ther, whiche was a righteous and a godly 
woman, who chaunced to inde this mercy 
at the Lozdes handes, that ſhe myght kiſſe 
her ſonnes and embꝛace them, as they al- 
ſo kyſt one an other befoze they dyed. All 
they were put ta death by the crueltie 
ofthe vncircamciled Ryng of — 
donians : pet obteyned they that, which 
is denyed at this day to bs that ave put 
to death by Schimeon , who hath the 
name of an Jiſcaelite , who beareth alſo 
the couenaunt of our father Avzaham 
in his fleſh. And would GOD it myghe 
foztune vs to lyue in thep2 Inne 2 
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ofreft, which albeit it wyll not be grauf 
ted, yet we ſhaibe they} neyghbours ſeeing 
that we alſo dye foz the lawe of the Lo2de, 
Therefoze be of good comtoꝛt my lonnes,

this my mi per, 
— of Zidkzabu, whole ſonnes 
were fyꝛſt kylled, chen tyis eyes put out by 
the Kyng of Chaldea, and he lyued many 
after : we art ſo muche the moze 
in my minde, becauſe we ſhal dye 
togeather. Then ſapde Aut ai to Sc li- 
mecns ſeruaunt whiche ſhoulde kpll hym, 
Make ſpeede,J pzay thee,and kyl me firſt 
them ailo,that we map dye togearher: fo} 
ſoit is moze expedient fo2 vs, then to lee 
the ofthe Lo turned into a but 
cherie 0; houſe to flap men in, 
After cried he bnto God, ſaying, I beſeech 
cher O Lozd God molt high,which dweb 
leſt inthe bygheſt, indge this 5chimeon acs 
tomyng to his woozkes, rewarte hym ac- 
cozppng to his deſerupnges. Foz thou art 
the God almightie # dzeadfidl,let not this 
theefe dye there loꝛe among the people of 
thy paſture : but that * 
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ſuch as neuer man heard ot, iet him be ky 
led ol moſt cruel men, whiche when they 
haue ſmitten hym, may afterquarter hym 
alſo whyles he is pet aloue, and that he 
map ſee hrs goe into bondage. Let hem al 
lo be a curſe befoꝛe all that ſhall ſee hym. 
Moꝛeouer. let hpm perceyut thutmy woy 
des and deſtinie is better cheuhis, when 
as J gor vnto there, in that great ligbt, 
whiche he ſhalbe depꝛyue n of; Alter theſs 
wo}des., Amittai ſayde to the ſeruant who 
was appoyrted to kyli hym : I beleeche 
thee,let me fpnde ſo muche fanourac thy 
handes , that when thou haſt ſlapne mp 
ſonnes , thou wouldelkkplfme wich che 
ſame ſwozde, whyle it isperwet with che 
bloodof my foes, that our bfood may be 
myngled, and this map be a focreation (6 
my ſoale . -Kpl me al ſo in ch ſyght of the 
Nomanes, chat they may aufticre me and 
my ſonnes bpon this moſt cruel Schimon.

my matrers were all in that ſtate as 
they were befozxe , fo2 then ſhould they

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Gad IJ had withſtanded Schimeon at the 
fir lo earneſtly, as J made warre vppon 
the Romanes, that J myght haue auotded 
his crueltie from the people of G O D. 
When he hadde ſapde all cheſe tinges, he he 
pzaped befo:e God almpghty,ſapcing, O 
God whiche dwelleſt in the hygheſt, thou 
onely art moſt myghty and feareful, open 
nowe the eyes of thy iudgementes, conſp⸗ 
der and iudge betwyxt me and ſeditious 
Schimeon, whoſe malyte is becommen vn» 
meaſurable vppon the pecple of God, that 
he whiche ſheadeth the blood of them that 
feare thee in the myddeſt of the Temple, 
may be rebuked of thee with thy tebu⸗ 
kynges,accozdpng to his wozkes : make 
ſpecdie vengeaunce,and pꝛolong not, and 
that fo2 the deathes ſake ofthp ſaintes, foꝛ 
thy iudgementes are the iudgementes of 
trueth, Then 5chimeon gane commaunde- 
ment to foure cutthzotes of his, that thꝛee 
ol them ſhoulde kyl A mitt ais thiee ſonnes 
beſoze theyꝛ fathers face , and the fourth 
ſhoulde kyll I mit tai hym ſelfe, and ſo the 
blood of the ſonnes was myxt with the 
blood of thep) father . Afterwarde Schi- 
weons [eryaunt _ the body of — 
9 i £41, 
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9:i, and layde it vpponthe bodpes of hls 
ſonnes, as his deſpze was, then tumbled 
them ouer the walles : After that, com- 
maunded Schimeon that C hananebu the hie 
Pzieſt ſhould be put to death, whole body 
was caſt uvnto the bodpes of Amitt ai and 
bis ſonnes. Ariſtius alſo the Scribe, ont 
of the noble men of ieruſalem,was kyl⸗ 
led at the ſame tpme , and tenne moe iulk 
men of his kinred and houſe, becauſe they 
mourned fo} the death of 4riſtins. It fo 
tuned whyle Sc himeon was a kpllpng of 
thoſe tenne , certapne ſubſtauncialrpche 
men paſſed by, and were woonderfully a · 
maſed,when they ſawe the thyng, ſapetng 
one to another, Powe long wyl GOD 
ſuffer the malice of 5chimeon, and wyl not 
ſearche out the blood of tuſt men, noz re- 
uenge them?: Certayne ſeditions perſons 
hearpng this, tolde it vnto 5chimeon,who 
tommaunded thein to be appzehended, 
and murdered the ſame day. After this, 
there paſſed by eleuen of the noble men of 
Hiernſalem, which ſeeing two and fourty 
innocentes to be put to death by Schimeon, 
they lyft vp they2 eyes to the heavens, 
and ſayde, O Lowe GDD of —_—_ 
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howe long wylt thou hold thy hande, and 
keep? in chyne anger agaynlt theſe tranſ⸗ 
greſlours of thy wpil : which when Scli⸗ 
neon hearde of, — — 
be appꝛehended, and kylled 

his owne handes. Ele the ſonne of A- 
nei the Pꝛieſt ſeeyng the malice and wit · 
kedneſſe of Schimeon to be great, that he 
made awap the iuſt and godly men of the 
Citis,and that there was no hope leſt, he 
tooke the towye of Pieruſalem, remayned 
init, and kept it with his. Jebuda: alſo 
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bodyes to be tumbled ouer the walles in 
the ſight of the Romanes, Then Sc bime- 
on cried to the pzinces and captaines of the 
Nomanes, ſaping, Loe, theſe are 7ebudss 
company, thele woulde haue come foozth 
vnto you, take their carkaſſes to pou, and 
reupue them agapne pt you can, 02 els de. 
Ipuer the reſt whiche yet lyue out of our 


(Orion the Þyielt , father of 7oeph the 
Pꝛieſt, which wzote this bocke to the 
Tlcaelites, was at that tyme in bondes 
and pꝛyſon in a certaine Tur ret, a manof 
great age, bpon a hundzed and thirtie, and 
no man could come vnto hym, noꝛ fro him. 
Toſephtherefoze went to the Turret where 
his father was kept, to vnderſtande howe 
be dyd. He beheld alſo the Turret a farte 
of,vfhe myght eſpie his father , and com 
koꝛt hym. And as he paſſed by, locking vp 
to the turret, the ſediticus hurled a ſtone at 
hvm , whiche hit hym onthe head, that it 
ouerthꝛewe hym. The ſeditious ſeeing 10 
ſepb call out of his charret , determined to 
goe downe vnto hym: but when Titus had 
knowlegde thereof , he ſent a great Jt 
ſtreng th 
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frength to heipe him vp agapne, and to 
defende him, that his enimies dyd hym no 
wong. The leditious going about to take 
loſeph, ſounded a Trumpet very loude, 
whiche when loſepbes mother that was 
kept in Schimeons houſe heard, bepng now 
berp olde.$5.yeeres , alked what was the 
cauſe ol that hurlye burlye. They told her, 
that the ſeditious iſſued out at that ſhonte 
agapnſt Ieſepb to take hym. Then ſhe 
earde chat, by and by ſhe ranne out of 
the houſe that ſhe was kept in, and climed 
ip the walles, as luſtiſy as though ſhe had 
been a poung gyꝛle of fourtiene pecres 


matve J euer haue looked that J ſhoulde 
hane'oterlpued my ſonne, and that 1 
houlde not be ſuffered to ſee hym, and to 
bury hym 2 J had truſted he ſhoulde haue

ditious hearde, and mocked her , Where» 
fe ſhe weapt the moze aboundatmtly, 
ſo that che Romanes and other godly 
men hearyng her wyſedome, coulde not

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abſtayne from weeping , Toſepb when he 
beardehts mother ſpeake, he gate on ar- 
mour, and appꝛoched to the wall,accom- 
panyed with moſt valtaunt Romanes, to 
defend him frõ che arrowes ofthe Jewes, 
and ſpake to his mother. Feare not my 
deare mother,noz take any thought fo me, 
fo2 à haue eſcaped the handes of the ſediti- 
ous, God hath not ſuffered me to come 
into their handes,, Uabercfoze. J have 
hearde the woozdes of theſe wycken coun- 
ſellours, that aduiſed thee to kill chee ſelſe, 
and thyne aunſweare agayne to. them, 
whiche befkoze thou gaueſt chem Þ knewe 
thou wouldeſt aunſmeare. God fazbyd J 
ſap,God foꝛbyd that 1o/epbes mother, and 
the wpfe of Goriov , ſhoule conlent to the 
tounſell of the wycked, Wherefoze (my 
dearemother) be content, and beare the 
yoke of che ſedittous paciently , and hum 
ble thee ſelle befoze them. Neuer ſtrive 4- 
gaynſt the miſeries and calamities of this 
tyme , Whiche thou canſt not alter nor re- 
wedie. Foz they ſhall petiſhe, but we ſhall 
ſtande and continue,

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J Vere were certapne men of Pieruſa⸗ 

lem at that tyme that came to the 
gates, ouertame the warde, and gate out 
with their wyues and chyldzen, and ſo eſ- 
caped to the Romanes, becauſe they 
coulde no longer abyde the famine and the 
iniquitie of the ſeditious. They were faiths 
ful citizens and of great aucthozitie,whom 
when /oſepb hearde of, he bzought ca pale 
that Titus ſpared them,and receiued them 
to mercie , Foz 7o/eph bare witneſſe and 
repozted fox them that they were noble 
men of Hieruſalem. TWAherefoze the Ro» 
manes receyned them, and gaue them 
foode & ſuſtenaunce, but certayne of them 
coulde not bzooke no? take it, becauſe of 
their great hunger wherewith they hadde 
been long pined, and when the meate deſs 
ſended downe into their bellyes , they 
dyed ſtrayghe. Theyz lytle chyldzen 
alſo when chey ſawe bzead, they fell 
bppon it, and tecepued it in deede wich 
their teethe, but they were not able ta 
chewe it, and dyed holdyng the bzead 
betwipt their teethe. Titus (eepng them 
dye when they caſted of meate, had rueth 
and compallion vppon them, and was 
| Dd v verp 
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very ſozp,ſapeing vnto 7oſepb,UThat ſhall 
J doo foz thy people, whiche aſſoone as 


Titus commaunded his men to do as Je- 
ſepb badthem,wherby manꝑ of the Jeweg 
retouered, and many dyed of che flixe . 
Thele Jewes whiche were eſcaped thus 
out of Hieruſalem to the campes of che

They therefoze whiche retouered and 
tilfie nature, chey went along out of the 
campe, 
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tampe, and after ſought their golde and (il- 
uer and precious tones , whiche were diſs 
geſted intheirexcrementes,and ſo did they 
euery day, Atlengthcertaine 4ramites and 


meanes the Aramites and Arabians hadde 
murdered two thoulande Jewes . But 
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he called them togeather, and ſayde bnto 
chem, Lay away this geare, theſe thynges 
are they that pzonoked the Aramites and 
Arabian to woozke this wpckedneſle a · 
gaynſt chele pooze and miſerable Jewes 
whiche fledde toozth vnto vs, that they 
mighe liue bnder our pꝛotection. The caps 


dement , chat the reſt of the Arabian: 
and the Aramites ſhoulde be baniſhed 
the campe, and that no man hereafter 
ſhoulde commit anp ſuche hepnous deede 
agaynſt the Jewes , Notwithſtandpng, 
when as any Aramite 02 Arabian coulde 
geat any Jewe farre out of the campe 
that no man might ſee it, he killed him. Ok 
the Romanes in the campe, no man ey⸗ 
ther dyd oz ſapde any euyil to the Tewes, 
ſaue certavne vngodly ruffians, whiche 
had learned at the Aramites and Arabi- 
«ns thole euyll and wpcked pjanckes: 
lo they allo when they chaunced ta 
meele wich anp Jewe out of — 
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pf there were no man by, they killed him, 
and tooke away his gold and ſpluer chat 
lay hyd in his bowelles. When this came 
to 7 itus eare , he commaunded to make 
pꝛoclamation in chts wyſe. 
ho ſo euer he be that bath ſeene, 
hearde, oz knowenany thyng of this hoze 
rible deede, whiche is committed of cer⸗ 
tayne Romanesvponthe Tewes, oꝛ whos 
ſoeuer hath done any ſuch thing him ſelfe, 
let hym come and make relation vnto 
I itus,whiche yk he doo, the matter ſhalbe 
foꝛgeuen him, pf not, he ſhall beare the bur» 
den ofhis owne wicked neſſe, and ſtande at 
his perpll , pt any thyng be p2ooued by 
him hereafter . Therefoze certaine Ro⸗ 
manes whiche knew with chem ſelues chat 
they had committed the deede, and beyng 
afraide of Titus, teaſoned with them ſelues 
thus : If we doo not confeſle vnto hym 
the trueth , he wyll by his wpledome 
ſearche out theſe offendours , and pu⸗ 
nyſhe them by death. Uherefoze tru⸗ 
png vnto Titus woozdes of the p28s 
clamation , they came all, whoſoener 
hadde epther doone it hym ſclfe, oꝛ know» 
en other to doo it, ———_—_ 
Kut. 
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Titus, ſapting, This haue J doone,this 
haue J knowen,this was J acceſſarie vn⸗ 
to, and haue not hytherto made thee pzime 
therunto . There were of them innum- 
ber tee hundzed and twentie menne that 
made this confeſſion, all thoſe I ituſ com- 
maunded to be caſt into hotte Ouens, and 
to be burned. This doone, che Jewes were 
moze ſale euer after in the Romans camp 
without all ie operdie , no man hurting 
chem eyther in woozd oz deede, Dea, y 
any Romane founde a che abꝛode wan- 
dering, he conducted him gently # peatea 
rm — ————— 
Scribe of Pieruſalem at that tyme, 
faythfull man, whoſe name was Ia 
chen, ſunne of Serul the Scribe, whoſe 
aunceſtours had ſerued Eſdras the 
Scribe, of woozthp memo, in Baby- 
len: and beyng a Reecper of the leaſt gate 
which was in Hieruſalem, vppon that 
ſyde tomardes the bzooke Xidron, noted 
the number of the dead chat were carryed 


foozth co burping by that gate, and 
found they came tu. 1 15. M8. C. and. 8. 
perſons, which were all ofthe nobles and 
Gentlemen „ 02 at the leaſt of the ſubs 

ſtancialleſt 
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ſtancialleſt of the Jewes . Titus on a 
tymeCloſepb 
ſion of thoſe 


many Jewes be dead in the Towne, ſence 
the tyme I beſieged it to this day. They 
gave him the number therfoze euery man 
as farre as they knew , ofthe dead which 
were caryed fqozth at all the gates to be 
buried: and the ſlumme came to ſeuen hun» 
ded thouſande, fiue hundzed, ſeuentie and 
ffue , beſpdes them that euery where lap 
dead in the houſes and ſtreetes: beſydes 
chem allo that were llayne in che Temple, 
and they that lay here and there vnburted. 
Which when Titus heatde, he marueyled 
greatly, and ſapd, It is wel knowen to the 
Lowe & O D of heauen, chat I am nos 
the cauſe ol theſe euyls. Fo2 J deſo2ed 
tobe at peace with them oftner then once, 
but the ſeditious euermoze would nothing 
but warre warre. 


A That tyme the hunger beganneto 


ware very greatin the Towne 3 
mongR 
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amongeſt the ſeditious , whiche neuer 
lackte befoze this, foz they cooke it al 
wayes from other men by fozce, tyll nowe 
at the length they were diſtreſſed with 
hunger them ſelues : ſo chat alter they hay 
eaten bp al their hoſes, they cat alſo theit 
doung, and the leather of the charrettes: 
nepther was there left anye greene 
bowes of the trees, no2 any hearbes, that 
the ſedittous myght geat to eate. Fo2 the 
Romanes had hewed downe all the trees, 
and cut downe all the baſhes rounde about 
Hieruſalem by che ſpace of. 13. myles, ſo 
that che whole ſtelde and cerritozie of Die⸗ 
ruſalem was [poplcd , which beretofoꝛe 
was repleniſhed with marueplous goodly 
Gardens, and molt pleaſant Patadyſes. 
After that , the Romanes made vp an 
other iron Ramme, very terrible: this 
they bended agapnſt the walles, to ſce yt 
there were any ſouldper s lefte in the 
Towne , ſo ſtout as they were in tymes 
paſt, Then the captapnes of che ſediti⸗ 
ous ſawe that „ they iſſued out with 
they2 companions agapnſt the Ro- 
manes, audſlue very many of them in 


that lkyꝛzmyſhe. Therefoze Tita __ 
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it is not wpldome to fyght with them am 
moze, but rather with che ramme to ſhake 
and batter the wall, foz they haue no moze 
but chis wall left, and ſo we may bzyng in 
our whole hoaſt at once vppon them, and 
ſubdue the ſeditious. This caunſel of Ti- 
tas was lyked of all the Pꝛinces and peo 
ple. Che captaynes of the ſeditious mt- 
ſtruſtpng no leſſe then the Romanes en» 
tended, that they would be occupied here⸗ 
after in batteryng theyꝛ wall, began to 
buyld a count ermure within, ouer againſt 
the place where the Romanes wꝛought 
with they ram, which was in the playne 
by the combe of [ochanen the hygh Buieſt, 
foz there was none other place belpdes, 
that they mpght appꝛoch vnto with cheyꝛ 
Ram, and there the Romanes had made 
two beaches in the two other walles be · 
foe . The ſeditious made this counter- 
mure, becauſe they were not able to burne 
the fron tamme, as they had doone befoze, 
beyng now almoſt famyſhed and ſo pined 
away, that they coulde ſcarſe ſtand vppon 
theyꝛ legges. Fo2 yf they had been ſo luſty 
as they were befoꝛe, and able coſet a fv2e 
the engpues, the Romanes had neuer ben 

Ce t able 
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able to wynne the Towne, but ſhould haut 
ben conipelled to leaue the aſſauĩt, as they 
were conſtrayned to geue ouerſkirmiſh- 
ing and fighting . On a certapne tyme, 
when the Romanes fledde , the ſeditious 
purluyng and kyiling manp of them, laps, 
the Romanes wil once be weerie, leane of 
theyz Gege, and goe they wayes, that we 
may dwel at libcrtie , and turne to the 
Lozd our God. And when they returned 
at this tyme, 02 at any tyme p2oſperouſly 
into the rowne , they oppꝛeſſed the people 
the moꝛe cruelly, exactyng foode of them, 
and ſapeing, Geue vs meate , pf pe wpll 
not, we wyll eate pour fleſhe, and pour 
ſonnes . But the Romanes tooke cow 
rage to them ſelues , determined to 
light ſtoutly „ and ſayde one to another, 
let vs ſticke to it harde , and be vali- 
aunt in our fightes , it ſhalbe Chame fot 
vs to flee from theſe feeble and hunger 
ſtarued Jewes , which are moze lyke 
dead images, then lyupng perſannes. 
Therctoze they beganmoze earneſtly to 
fer vponthe walles „ and to make a bats 
terte ſodaynelp, they beat downe a great 
par of that inner wall 9 
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bad newly erected, and gaue a great ſhout, 
ſaeying, Pieruſalem is wonne, we haue 
gotten the Towne, But when they looked 
alicle further, they eſpyed another couns 
termure rayſed ouer agaynſt che bench: 
Wherefoze the Jewes tough the towns 
gate allo a great ſhout, and ſounded they) 
Trumpets, reioyſyng chat they had buys 
ded an other newe countermure foz that 
whiche was battered downe . The ſame 
was inC1y1caine Ie hoc hauant warde. The 
Romanes ſeepng the countermure , and 
hearpng the Tewes make ſuch trunnphes 
in the cowne, were much aſtonied, al chey2 
ioy was daſhed and turned into dumpes, 
ſa that they coulde not tell what they 
ſhoulde doo with that ſtubberne people gf 
Hteruſalem, which had doone them ſuche 
damages. The Romanes ſet vponthe 


- Towne agapne another wap , whom 


Titus wylled ratherto remooue the en; 
gyne, and to bende it co the newe wall, 
whyies it was pet greene and vnſetled, 
lapetng, let vs batter it, and we ſhall ſee 
it fall by and by, and then (hal we enter 
the Towne , The Romane Captaynes 
folowed not Tita counſale, but ſcaled

The warres of 
the twalles whiche they had battered, The 


they? 
fought with the Romanes within the 
dꝛeache, repulſed them from the wall and 
the Towne, and ſo hauyng abated muche 
theſtrength of the Romanes, returned to 
they; lodgynges. Then layte ſome-ofthe 
Romanes : we wyll neuer beſiege this 
Towne any longer, fo2 we ſhal not be able 
to geat it whyles we lyue . And cherfoze 
let vs bzeake bp and depart, befoze we be 
all deſtroied with this ſtege: foz except we 
doo ſo, we (hal all be conſumed therein. Ti- 
tai ſceyng his ſouldyers to make ſo harde 
a matter ofthe wynnyng of the towne,cal- 
led them al togeather, and ſaid vnto them, 
Tellme nowe ye Romane Pꝛinces, doo 
pe not knowe that all warres and other la- 
fmeſſe whatſcener they be, are more barde, 
and requyre greater diligence in the end, then 
inthe beg yming ? in whiche who ſo tra 
uaple, it thep faynt in the end, doo they not 
labour in vayne ? enenas pour labour 
ſhalbe in vapne, pf pe geue duct the ſiege 
nowe. Conſpder a ſhyppe, when it hatch 
tompaſſed the whole Sea, and is nowe 
redy to atrꝑue at the ſhoare, * 
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bled with a tempel if the mariners ſhould 
then be negligent, che hyp may eaſily be 
loft, and all they whiche are in it peryſhe, 
the mariners dilapyoynted of their pur⸗ 
pole, in that they ſhall not attapne vnto the 
place whiche they coueted co come vnto, 
Likewiſe buplders,ifchey ſiniſhe not their 
woozke, but leaue of afoze cheymake an 
tude, is not all their labour loſt and ſpent 
invapne : Huſbandmen alſo, pf they cyl 
their grounde, and then ſowe it with leede: 
hall they not looſe theyꝛ paynes, vnleſſe 
they wyll alſo mowe it? In lyke maner, 
pou haue foughten very long agapnſt this 
citie,manp Pꝛincts of pou and wooꝛthie 
men haue been ſlayne, and na we pou may 
lee che ſtrongeſt walles of che towne are 
noten and made equal with the earth, the 
people your aduerſaries conſumed with 
hall ic chen auaple pou all that euer you 
haue doone, pf pou ſlacke pour diligence, 
and wyl not fintſhe the wozke of the ſiegeꝛ 
aue pou not then emploped pour la- 
bout in_vayne + And why ſhoulde this 
newe wall ſo diſmaye pou + pea,'why 
doo pe not pzepare your ſelues to beate 
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chat ſometymes they dye fo2 it? Mhithe 
thinges they doo foz none other tauſe, then 
to gear them pꝛayſe and renowme foꝛ their 
great pꝛoweſſe. Mhen as Titus had wel 
debaced theſe thynges, and ſuch lyke in the 
tares ot his ſouldiours, a certapne vali⸗ 
amt man named Sabienus, ſapde vnto his 
felowes, Tho ſo dare goe with me to aſ⸗ 
laultthele Jewes, let him come hyther to 
me, that we may fulfyll the commaunde⸗ 
ment of c eſars ſonne our Lo and Cap⸗ 
taine. And fooꝛchwich he tooke his target, 
and his dꝛawen ſwooꝛd in his hande, made 
toward the towne with aleuen tal felowes 
folowpng hym, whole valiauntneſſe and 
courage Tita woondꝛed at greatly. The 
Jewes kept their wardevppon that part 
of the wall, where the Romanes hadde 
had a repulſe ol late: ſo hen they ſawe 
Sabianus and his company dꝛawe faſt 
towarde them, they beganne to aſſayle 
bym- with ſtones and arrowes, but Sas 
bianus ſettyng lygl /t at them, vrged the 
Jewes . Shoꝛtip one ofthe Jewes met 
with bynt, and gaue hym ſuche a blowe, 
that he felled hym to ihe grounde: vet 
gate he bp agayne, and fonght foz al that 
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wounde manfullp, as one that had rather 
leaue his life, then tofpght,tyl another JG 
raclite came and ſiue him out right.Thyee 
allo of his felowes were killed fighting va- 
liauntly in the place, the other eyght re- 
turned to the campe, ſo ſoꝛe wounded, that 
they dpcd the next day enery one. Further, 
other Romanes ſeeing Sabianus acte, and 
ſtudying to doo the lyke: the next nyght 
thep tooke a counſaple vppon a twentie of 
them , and agreed to -aſſault the tone. 
This their enterpꝛiſe when they vttered 
to the ſtandarde bearer of 7 u, he and 
manp other of the Romanes went with 
them. They all ſcalyng — and 
flammeryng bp by the beaches, gate 
vp vppon che wall, ſounded a Trumpet, 
and gaue a great ſhoute. The Jewes 
beyng at theyz reſt , as menne appꝛeſt 
with hunger and weerineſſe, and hea 
ryng this larum and ſhoute of che Ro⸗ 
manes, were woonderfully amazed, not 
knowpng what the matter meant, 
62 howe they ſhoulde defende them 
lelues , Titus alſo hearde the ſhoute : 
and when he hadde enquired che matter, 
be chole out certayne valyaunt men, — 
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due towarde the beaches with chem, Jn 
the meane ſeaſon che day was bzoken, and 
the Jewes tyſing from their lleepe,eſpiey 
Titus vpponthe walles, and marueyley 
thereat greatly. The Romanes therefoze 
geathering coward Iitus, came bery thick 
into the to une, ſome by the bzeaches of 
the wall, and otherſome thzough the bault, 
wherebythe Jewes were wont nowe and 
then to make trruptions, and to recouer 
them ſelues within the towne agayne, 
The Jewes let them ſelues in aray againſt 
the Romayes in che very entry of the 
temple: vpon whom the Romanes ranne 
with chetr dzawen ſwoozdes , foz they 
hadde none other armour, no2 the Tewes 
neythet, beyng ſo haltyly taken at ſuche a 
ſoden. The — — 
and woonderfull vehement on 

ties, the lyke was neuer ſcene in ieru · 


ſalem. noꝛ hearde of in any tyms: foz eues: 
ry man claue harde to his next felome, 


and no man taulde flee on no ſide.Theres, 


battaples wax: ſtrung. with cla ⸗ 
— ſhoutes on bath parties: 
nowe the iopfull ſhoutes of the vanquis; 


bers, nowe the waplynges on the 2 
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ſide of them that were put to the wozſſe, 
The Romanes encouraged and exhozted 
one another to fight, ſapeing, This is the 
day whiche we haue long looked foꝛ. The 
Fewes agayne tooke hart vnto them,ſay 
ing, It bootes not to flee hence,but fo? the 
gloꝛy of che Loꝛd and of his cemple, let vs 
dye manfully, as neteſſitte conſtrapneth 
vs: and ſo dooyng, we ſhalbe counted fox 
ſacrifices and offeringes. MVhiche earneſt 
neſſe on both ſydes, filled the entrie of the 
tourte of the Loꝛd with blood, that it ſtood 
like vnto a poole 02 ponde. And that fight 
continued from thatmozupng, bntyll that 
bay fours dayes. Then a cercatne ſouldiour 
of Titus, whoſe name was Golnur, a vali⸗ 
aunt man as was any amongeſt all the 
tompanp of Nuttum, he ſeepng the Jewes 
to pꝛeuayle, and to haue the vpper hand ol 
lightyng and fledde, the Jewes purſuing 
them: in a tage he ranne agaynſt them, 
and met them at the newe wall chat He- 
rode buylded, called Antoc bia, dzone them 
backe, and · made them take the entrie ol 
the temple agayne, whereas pꝛeaſing in · 
to the routts ol the Jewes, —— 
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wounded ofa certapne Jewe. And when 
he percepued him ſelfe wounded,be would 
haue le pt backe, but ſtumbled at a None in 
the pauement ofthe court of the cemple, 
and fell downe, where be fonght yet ſtyll, 
tyll a certapne Jewe kylled him outright, 
He fought in deede very boldlp and vali⸗ 
tuntlp, but vnwarely: foz he conſpdered 
not his ground wherin he had to doo with 
the Tewes , Titus waptyng lo; Golinus re- 
turne , and hearyng bym to be flayne, 
woulde haue gonne him ſelfe to reſcue the 
reſt ofhis whiche were with him : but his 
men woulde not ſuffer hpm , fearyng leſt 
he hym ſelfe ſhoulde be apne.The Jewes 
therefoze gate the vpper hande that day, 
and flue woonderfull many Romanes in 
that battayle, ſpoplyng them alſo(whiche 
were kylled) of they? armour , Theſe 
were the names ofthe Jewes that made 
that ſyꝛmiſhe . Df the company of caps 
tapne Iobochanan, Elaſa, and Ipbtach: of 
Schimeons cumpanie , M alchiab, and 
Laikob a pzinte of the Edomites: and 
Arſimon, aud ſob«dsb , ofthe company 
of Eleaſar the ſunne of Anni, Thele with 
thetr companpong made this _ 
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ter of the Romanes in the entraunce of 
the temple, and dzoue them backe to the 
Antochia, where they kept them vp, that 
they could not geat out. Wheretoze when 
Titus perceyued that the Antec bia was in 
the Rotwanes wap, and hyndzed them: 
be cauſed ic to be raced and pulled downe 
to the grounde, Thele thynges were done 
bppon the fifth dap of d uan, the thirde mo- 
neth , vppon the euen of the ſolempne fe- 
ſiuall day of weekes , whiche otherwyſe 
is called Pentecoſt , and that was the. 14. 
monech from the beginning of 7 itus liege 
agapnſt this citie, 


YDHoztly after , vppon the chynde day of 

the feaſte of werkes, the Jewes as 
many as were at Pieruſalem , kept hops 
dap, and celebzated the feaſte , Titus tas 
kpng wich hym loſeph the ſonne of Go- 
rion , went unto the houſe of the Sanctu⸗ 


arie,where the ſeditious and ſouldiours ol 


the Tewes were gathered togeather , and 
called vnto Ic bochanan and the reſt of 
the captapnes of the ſediuous, to whom 
he ſpake by the meanes of loſepb, beyng 
his enterpzeter, in this wle —_ 
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hath this temple offended thee (thou ſeditt⸗ 
bus [ebochanan ?) whp halt thou bjought 
bpon it this great eupl and miſchiefe + pf 
ſo be it thou truſt ſo much to thy ſtrength: 
come foozth to bs with thy men into the 
ſeeldes, and we ſhal fight with thee chp fyl. 
Js not this pour ſolempne feſtiual day: 
why then wyl ye fpght in that place where 
pe ſhould offer pour ſacrifices : De pollute 
and defile the ſancruarie of pour God # his 
name, and we ſpate it, knowyng it is the 
houle of god. And che onely cauſe why we 
make warre vpon pou, is pour ſtubburne 
ſtifneckedneſſe , that pon wyll not ſub⸗ 
mitte pour lelues to vs, whom GDD 
hath geuen the dominion bnto , whoſe 
wyll ye labour in vayne to diſappoynt. 
Eyther there kope, yf ye wpl fight no moꝛe, 
humble pour ſelues vnder our ſubtecti⸗ 
on, that ve may ſaue pour lues: 02 els 
eye be determined ſtyll deſperately to 
light with bs , then geat pe foozth from 
hence, and let bs goe into the feeldes, 
there to ſet our battaples in arap . Why 
wyll pe defile pour ſanctuarie, and hynder 
the woozſhypping of pour GOD Puch 
moꝛe beſides this ſpake 7 it«s . partlp 

blampng 
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blamyng hey? ſtubburneneſſe in that they 
had deſtled theyꝛ Temple, and pet ceaſſed 
not to polluce it moꝛe and moe : partly 
wich fapze woozdes and gentleneſſe, ex. 
hozepng them to peelde, admomſhing them 
not to teſiſt ſo mightie an armie, whenas 
thep coulde not doo it without daunger of 
utter deſtru:tion . Theſe and many other 
toinges | o/epb expꝛeſſed in hebzue to the 
people, as Lien: wylled hym , but the 
Jewes anſweattd neucr a woo2de ; fa2 Je- 
bochaxan had geuen a charge that nv man 
ſhoulde (p:ake. Then Captapne 1 ehocba- 
nan aun{axered I irus hym ſelte, ſapeipng, 
T1: can offer no wude of ſacrifices moze 
acceptable to God, then to vowe, ieoperd, 
and babandon bur owne bodies aud blood 
fo: his names ſake. Wlherefoze we wyll 
dye free in this our Towne, and wyl ne⸗ 
ver comme in bondage to ſcrue pou. Tua: 
madchym aunſweare by /oſepb, ſaping, 
This pour Citie , J graunt is a holy Ci. 
tie, pour Temple is moſt holy, whiche 
no man doeth denpe. But ye haue gree- 
uouſlp ſynn. d, in that pe haue polluted 
the Templeof the Loꝛde pour GOD, by 
lþcdding in it the innocent m_ of 
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ſaintes and pzieſtes of GOD, with other 


moſt godly and holy men. By whatreaſon 
can pe then (ap that pou ſhalbe accepted 
fo: ſacrifices and offerpnges befoze Godt 
Pea, rather God abhozreth aud deteſteth 
pou vtterly, whenas he te qupꝛeth in his 
lacrifices that chey ſhould haue no default 
n ſpot: but ye are al to be ſpotted,ſo that 
no ſounde place is in pou, Fo2 tel me (A 
may pou)pk there be any moze abhomt- 
nable ſpot in man then ſynne, when as he 
tranſgreſſeth che lawe of G O Das pe 
haue doone, Neyther is there any wpſe» 
dome 02 intelligence in pou. Foz wyle- 
men wou!ve wyſely beare with the cala · 
mities of tpmes , and knowe the courſes 
of thpnges. Howethen are pe ſo fooliſh 
to ſay that pe are an acceptableand well 
pleaſyng ſacrifice vatoGDD, when as 
pe reſi the wpllof GOD ſo pꝛoudly? 
But thou Ie boc hanan, and the reſt of 
the ſeditious captaines that are with thee, 
tel me, art not thou a moztall man, 
ſubiect vnto the griefes and vexations 
of this lypfe , and wozmes meate as we 
bes Shoulde he not diſpleaſe thee chat 
Qoulve take away a Table o ſachelpke 
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thyng pꝛepared co the honour of thee, and 
wouldeſt thou cake it in good parc, and 
holde hym excuſed that ſhoulde ſo doo bn- 
to thee ? Why then haſt thou taken away 
the ſacrifices ot thy God out ofhis Tem- 
ple, and haſt ſtuffed it with innumerablt 
dead bodyes + who can ſee 02 heare this, 
and abſtepne from weepyng,when he ſhal 
knowe ſo mam Ilraelites to haue (uf- 
fered death by thee, and Schimeon, and Ele- 
aſar thy felomes:? Neycher canſt thou pet 
applie thy mynd to ceaſſe and leaue of thy 
malyte, and pet neuertheleſſe perſwadeſt 
thee ſelle the whyle that God is with thee, 
and that thou with thy felowes art an ac 
ceptable and well pleaſpng ſacrifice vnto 
GD: nothyng percepupng that your 
ſynnes ſeparateth you, aud keepech pou a. 
ſunder moze ſtrongly then any Bzaſen 
mall. Tt is true I confeſſe that ic be- 
rommeth euery valpaunt man to ſtande 
ſtoutly in the defence of his people , ct: 
tie, and cauntrey. For it is better to dye 
valiaunt'y, then to comme into the ſubictti- 
en of his enemie that goeth about to plucke 
bym from bis religion , and dryue bym out 
of his countrey. But I came not 1

for that intent, to name pou from pour 
lande to banplhe peu ont of pour larde, 
in eis io deſtroy it and pour tities:but this 
is the cauſe ol my comming hyther, to ofs 
fer pou peace, and to make a league wich 
you, that you ſhould take bppon pou our 
yoke, and be our ſubiettes as ye were bes 
lee. Mhere dyd pot euer heate of a peg- 
ple in al che world, chat hath ſhewed chem 
ſelves ſo mercyfull and gentle, boch to⸗ 
wardes other, and towardes pou, as we 
haue doone FI annibal the captapne of che 
Corthaginians, after he had waſted out 
tountrep, and at length was taken by bs, 
was he not had in great Honour and re» 
putation of vs, and with ſuch humanitie 
handled, that we made hym Ryng of his 
people + And ſo dealt we with 4ntiochus 
the M acedonian, and other kynges that we 
tooke pꝛyſoners. De bꝛagge that ye keeps 
the watche of your God: hy then fo⸗ 
lowe ye not the example of Jechaniab 
youre Ryng + who to ſaue the Temple of 
your God from deſtruction, and leſt pour 
people allo ſhoulde be led away into bon⸗ 
dage, 02 be deſtropcy with the ſwoozde, 
peelded hym ſelle and his houſe into the 
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handes of — — 
ſpare you not your your cute 
— —— — 
bnto me, and make a league 
pou bekoze the G CD of this houle, who 
ſhalbe a wytneſſe betwyxt me and pou, by 
whom J {weare that I wyll neuer Ne als 
this league, neyther doo you any harme, 
no2 ſpople your goodes, no2 leade pou a⸗ 
wap captpue, no2 pet conſtitute anp rulet 
ouer you, but a Jewe of pour owne natl- 
on, euen loſepb the Nieſt whiche is with 
me ſbalbe your Pypnee, pk you thynkeit 
good: + al the fapthful men alſo which are 
with me, ſhal returne to pouhome agapne, 
pe ſhall inhabite pour owne lande, ye (hal 
baue the vle of the fruits therof with peace 
and quietneſſe, without any cozruption q 
alteration of the ſeruice of pour GOD. 
TAberefoze credite me to take a league 
with pou. And that ye map truſt me the 
better, pe ſhall haue pledges, 1o/eph a no- 
ble man ol pour countrey, and other pꝛin⸗ 
ces i᷑ noble men of the Romancs. Come 
fooꝛth therfoze and intreate a peace with 
vs-bow pour ſhoulders , and humble your 
neckes to ſerue vs, lyke as al _— 
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tions doo, and as pou haue doone pour 
lelugs in the tyme at Nero Cæſar, that pe 
map lyue, and not be deſtroped, ketpyng 


pour religion (afe and ſounde . I/ b the 
piielk hearyng the woozdes of Tau any 
bisclemencte , in that he was mynded ta 
ſoare the Jewes,burft out aloude # weape 
the pꝛeſence ofthe captapnes aud of the 
(vicious very bytterlp,but they nothyng 
regarded it , loſeph therfoze ſeeyng that 
Titus coulde doo nothyng with the ſediti⸗ 
dus, ſapde bnto theyꝛ pꝛinces, I maruaple 
notheng though this citie tende to deſola⸗ 
lion and deſtruction, foꝛ I knowe the ende 
ofic is at hande. But this is it that J mars 
uayle mot, that ye haue read the booke of 
Damel, and vnderſtande it not, whiche is 
ite fulfylled in all pointes, and pet neuer 
aons of pou doth marke it. The continual 
ſacrifice is already ceaſſed a good whyle 
agoe,the annoynted pꝛieſt is cut away and 
put do mne. Theſe thynges although they 
be moſt manpfeſt, pet your hartes canne 
not belecue them. And many other woꝛ⸗ 
des ſpake Toſepb, full of admonition and 
conſolation , but che Jewes refuſed tg 
rate hym. Then as he had made an end 
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of Goſchen. Titus brected his letter al 
ſo to the Romane Pyefivent which wn 
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ſet auer Eygpe.cotake pitie of the Temes 
that be had placed in the lande of Goſ- 
chen,to ſuſtepne and ſuccour them, and to 
ſce chat no Romane oz ocher ſhoulde doo 
them harm, 02 ane them by any mea- 
nes. Pany other ailo ofthe Jewes coue- 
ted co goe foo of Hieruſalem, but thep

tious : (Ulherefoze 
ul che walles about the temple, tbat none 
of the Zewes whiche were in Dieruſalem 
mycche get out co Tun. Uihen Tias 
meme that manp al the Zawes were deſi⸗ 
tous to flee vato hymn, coulde not becaule 
of the ſeditious : he went agapne to the 
place where be was befaze , & | epb with 
him. Thom when the people ſawe to be 
there with Titus. they fell a weeppng, and 
lapde vnto hym, Te accknowledge our 
ſunes, & the tranſgreſſion of our fathers, 
we haue all ſwarued out of che way as 
| Flu ge 
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grapnlk the L o2de gur God, fd we knows 
the mertie and gentleneſſe of Titus the 
ſonne of Car, and than he taketh pitie vp. 
pon us: but what can we doo, hen it is 
not in dur power to flee vnto bym, berauſe 
of the crueltie of che ſevicious 2 - The 
ſedttious hearyng themcalkpng with 10- 
ſepb in the pyeſenceof--Titus ,' and that 
thep (pake teuerently ol hym, and honow 
red his father, callyng hem Lope: they 
ranne vppon them wich their dzawen 
fwoozdes, to kpll them. Then cryed they 
vnto Tl. Deare lum and maiſter relcue 
vs. The Romanes therefoze made ſpeede 
to delpuer them out of che hatives of the ſe 
ditious. Vo tylle there a rave inthe my 
deft olche temple, betweene the Romanes 
and the Lewes. The Nomanes fledde m 
the plaes called ſanttum ſuntlorum, whiche 
was the holpeſt of all, and the Je wes folo- 
wed aftet, and ſiue them cuen there.

a farre of, theirbaries (albe comfo2ced, 
and they ſhall fight accozdyng as thou 
mylt wpſhe them : but come not at the 
entrie al che cemple thee (eife , leſt thou 
be deſtroped amongeſt other . 7'iz«s folo- 
wed the counſayle of bis captayues, and 
went out at that tyme with his menue to 
the battaylt. De made chicke captapnes of 
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ardother beaſtes whatſoeuer they coulde 
| catche, euen out ofthe Romanes campe, 
| — ys chem fome meate, 


tall felowes therefoze ofthe ponth of che 
Tewes, iſſued out by the byeaches of the 
wall, and gate vp quickely to che mount 
Oliuet, whereas they founde Pozſes,

flaping their keepers, they dzoue chem 
befoze them with great ſhoutes into the 
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che one tod1ine the bootie, and the othee 
to reſiſt the Romanes, So there was a 
ſozefixhe betweene them, but the Jewes 
gate the vpper hande,# went their mapes 
cleare with the pꝛay toward Hiernſalem, 
Fo? the Jewes came foozth, conſtraynen 
dy the neceſſitie of hunger, and fought foz 
their liuing: the Romanes had no cauſe 
to fight, ſaue onely ſo ſhame to ſee their 
carteil dziuen away befoze their eyes , fo 
otherwyſe they put not their lyues in ies 
pardie to ſight vnto death, as the Jemes 
dyd, yet was there many ofthe Romanes 
flapne in chat fight, The Jewes whyle the 
Romanes them in vayne, they 
gate into the cowne with their ſpople and 
map, and ftraightwap turned vppon the 
Romanes , and dzoue them backe, yurſu⸗ 
png them agapne tyll thy came almoſf 
% Tita, campe 5 whiche- when the 
other Romanes ſawe, thep came to 
the reſcue of theyz felowes , and pur» 
ſued agaynſt choſe young menne, to kyl 
them, oꝛ to take them, albett they eſcaped 


to the cowne without any harme, ſaue 
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Tewe puloncr, Pornas that tooke him, as 
bad ingreat eſtimation fox chat acte, of 
Titus and all the Romanes. 
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captpffe, Ionat ban ſayde to the Romans, 
Howe muche is the manhood of che Ro- 
manes to be regarded in our eyes: Haus 
not you ben ſlayne aud put to flyght by bs? 
hat were you then yt that bandes any 


companyes of the Gentiles came not eue: 
rp day to ayde your pf they had not refreſ- 
ſhed pou, we had long agoe eaten peu vp. 
tUUehane deſfroped our ſelues one an o- 
her with ciuill warres, ſo chat we are but 
fewe left,but what are pou + Tho is ſo 


the Romanes, whoſe name was Ferna, 
the ſame that had taken the bꝛother of chis 
Jonathan , and dzought bym to Tias. 
he came no ſoonet at /onathen , but he 
was kylled of hym ffrapghtway , lea- 
uyng bebynde hym a diuers inheritaunce 
to Ienat ban and the Romanes . To 

Ina ban 
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Tonathen a fame of foꝛtitude and baliant- 
neſſe:to the Romanes ſhame and tepꝛoch. 
When 1onatban hadde ſo Nlapne the Ros 
mane,the Jewes chaungcd his name, and 
called hym Jehonathan bp an honourable 
name, and gaue him a ſcepter of dominion 
in his hande. But le benat han when he had 
gotten this victozie , gaue not the gloꝛy ta 
God, but aſcribed it to his owne pꝛoweſſe, 
and became very pꝛoude withall, he was 
not content with one victie, but woulde 
pet pzouoke the Romanes, raylyng at 
chem, and callyng fo2 another valiant 
champion to be ſent to hym, that he might 
kell hym (ſapth he) and declare my foxce 
vppon hym . Ind euen as he ſayde ſo, one 
of the Romanes, whoſe name was Por- 
nan, ſtreke hym thꝛeugh with an arrows 
at vnwares, and kylled hym. By whoſe 
example we may percepue „ It is exery 
mans part chiefly to tale heede, that when 
they ouercame their enimies, they reigyce not 
ouernnic he. nor waxe proude for the matter, 
fer wbo kno wer h what ende they ſhall haue 
them ſelues? 
Theſe things doone, the Jewes ſeing the 
walles of the temple, and the thzce _ 
t 
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thatcompaſſed che cowne, to be raced and 
pulde downe,knowypng alſo that they hay 


no hope left , noxanp thing to truſt vnco, 
they conſulted what was beſt to be doone. 
There was a great huge houſe ioyning 
— CC Do⸗ 

lomon hadve bupided,of a great height, 
whoſe walles alſa the kinges ol the ſecond 
temple had rayſed on height, and had det⸗ 
ked it with Tymber of Fp2re and Cedar 
trees. The Jewes went and annointed e- 
_ Cedar timber of the houſe 
wich bꝛimſtone and pitche abundantly. 
So when the Romanes came agayne to 
the temple to aſſault the Jewes,and pur- 
ſued thein vnto that pallace : they entre 
the pallace after the Jewes(who went out 
againe another wap) and ſome climbed vp 
to the batlements ofthe houſe, other ſet vp 
ladders to ſcale it.Thenreioiled thep won- 
derfally, ſapeing, The pallace is taken, 
nowe haue the Jewes no place left to flee 
bntofoz refuge. 

Thus when the Romanes had gotten 
the Palace , andthe heuſe was chumg 
full ol them, acertaine Jewe a young 
man, bowing him lelfe deſperatly to dye, 

went 
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walles of the houſe , andthe whole burt 
dyng began tobe on a light fpxe,ſo char the 
Romanes had no way do eſcape, becauſe 
the fp2e compaſled the houſe on euery ide. 
The Jewes alle ſtoode in harneſſe rounde 
about the houſe, leaſt any ofthe Romanes 
ſhoulde eſcape, Uherefoze ſo many ol the 
Romanes as entred the houle, were de- 
Qroyed with the fyze , which was. xxti. 
M. menne of warte. Tun, hearyng 
the crye of the Romanes that periſhedin 
the kyꝛe, made ſpeede wich dis menne to 
tome and reſcue them, but they coulde not 
delpuet them out ol che kyꝛe, it zent ſb be⸗ 
demently, wherefoze Titus and his weapt 
very bytterly. The Romanes that were a- 
boue vppon the houſe , when they ſawe 
they? maiſter Jitus weepe, and the fy2e 
to be betweene them, that neyther coulde 
come at other , thep caſt them ſelues 
downe headlong from the batlt mentes 
of the houſe, whiche was very hygh, and 
dyed, ſaycing , Me wyll dye m Tau 
pelence „ to gette vs a name _ 
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Ti Jets keye the gates ofthe palace: 
and yk they any man goe about 
to eſeape out ofche ſyꝛe, oꝛ to come downe

wich they: ſwoozdes .- In that kyre was a 
— — mum ofthe ſtocke or kings, 
was Longinus, to whoth the 
— crxed, and flomted hym, ſapeing, 
hycher to vs, chat thou mayeſt laue 
thy lyle, and not be deſtroyed: but he durſt 
not goe out at the gate, fearyng leaſt the 
Jewes would kyl hym,CAherfoze he dꝛew 
dut his ſwoozde.and thꝛuſt hyin ſelfe tho⸗ 
towe befoze thepꝛ faces. An other noble 
map ulſo was in hat fpze , whoſename 
was. Artorius, who tookpng foorth from 
the top of the houle, ſaw one ofhis deare 
triendes by Titus, which was called Laci- 
«,to whom Art orius called, ſapeing, Pp 
dearefriende Lacius geat on thy armour 
and come hyther, that J map leape downe 
von thee, and thou maveſfrecerue me. It 
I dye, I make thee mpnc heire : yk thou 
dye, thy chyldꝛen ſhall mherite mp goodes, 
Mherefoꝛe Lucius ranne and helde his 
lappe open at the houſe ſide, and Artor ius 
leapt doune, and lvght bpon hym with 
Gag t luche 
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ſuche wayght that they both dyed there⸗ 
with. Titus commaunded the couenaunt 
that they two made bekoze they? death to 
be mitten vpon a ſwoozde with blood, and 
thep} friendſhyp to be noted in the Chzo- 


nicles ol the Romanes, that it might be an 


example to al men to learne true frendſhip 
by. At that tyme therefoze the Jewes re- 
uenged them lelues meetely well vpon the 


Nomanes. The fire bꝛent tyl it came to the 


bouſe of Chi/kiiabs kpng of Iebudab,t had 
almoſt taken the temple ofthe L o2d: why» 
che the Romanes ſeeyng, fledde out of the 


*Towne,and gate them to they? tentes, 


great part ol them bepng deſtroyed bp the 
crueliie of the Jewes,ſo that fewe of them 
remapned, The reſt cherefoze lay ſtyi in 
they? ſiege round about the towne, ſaping, 
We (hal not be able to wynne the Towne 
by the [woꝛde, but rather we mult be faine 
to dzpue them to peeld by fampne, wher- 
foze they compaſſed it on euery lide. In the 
Towne now had they no victualsleft . 


T ÞERE wasa certayne notable rich 
Woman at Hieruſalcm, of a noble 
houſe allo , whole name nm 
er 
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her vwellpng was beyonde Joꝛdane: but 
when ſhe percepued the warres to growe 
moꝛe and moze in the tyme of / aſpaſ1ans 
the came vp with her nepghbours to Pie⸗ 
ruſalem, bꝛynging with yer not only her 
men ſeruauntes and women ſeruauntes, 
and all her whole familie: but aiſo her 
goods aud riches, which were verp great. 
hen the hunger was greeuous at Je- 
ruſalem, & the leditious went from houſe 
to houſe to ſeeke meate, they came alſo ta 
this womans houſe, and tooke away from 
her by loꝛce all that euer ſhe had, and left 
her nothyng remapning. By this meanes 
ſhe was oppꝛeſſed wich very great hun⸗ 
get, ſo chat ſhe wiſhed her ſelfe out of the 
wozlde, but her tyme was not pet come 
to dye , Aherefoꝛe that ſhe might flake 
her hunger, and ſuſteyne her ipfe, ſhe bes 
ganne to ſcrape in the chaffe and duſt tox 
beaſtesdoung , but coulde fonde none. 
She had one ſonne, and when ſhe ſawe che 
famine ware greater # greater vpon her, 
the lapd aſide al womanhood and mercie, 
and cooke vppon her an hozrible crueltie. 
Eo when che hearde her boy weepe and 
aſke fo; meate,whiche the had not to geue 
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hym, the ſayde vnto hym, What ſhal J 
doo my ſonne? Fo2 che math of God hath 
enufronned the whole Citie „ im euery 
coner thereof famine raigneth : without 
the citie the ſwoozde kylleth vp all, within 
we ſtande in feare of the ſeditious, our ent- 
mies pꝛeuayle without, in the Towne are 
fp2es,burnpnges,and ruines of houſes, la- 
mine, peſtilence, ſpoylpng, and deſtroping, 
ſo that J can not feede thee mp ſonne, 
Nowe therefoze my ſonne pf J ſhould die 
fo hunger, to whom ſhoulde J leaue thee 
beyng pet achplde + Jhoved once, that 
when thou ſhouldeſt come to mans ſtate, 
thon ſhouldeſt haue ſuſteyned myne 
age with meate, dꝛynke, and cloath, and 
after when J ſheulde dye, to bury me hos 
nozablie, Ipke as I was mynded ts burp 
thee, ik thou ſhouldeſt haue died befoze me, 
But nowe mp ſonne thou art as good as 
dead alredy, fo I haue no meate cob2yng 
thee vp withal, becauſe of this great fas 
mine # crueltie of the enimics both within 
and without. Tf thou ſhouldeſt dye nowe 
amongeſt other, thou ſhouldeſt haue no 
good noꝛ honozable Tombe as I woulde 
wplhe thee, Therefoze 3 haue thought 

good 
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good to choſe thee a ſepulchne. euen myne 
owne body, leſt thou ſhouldeſt dye, & dogs 
eate thee in þ ſtreets, I wil thertoꝛe be thy 
graue, and thou ſhalt be my foode. And foꝛ 
that, chat pf thou hadſt lyued and growen 
to mans ſtate, thou oughteſk by ryght to 
haue nouriſhed me: nome feede me with 
thy fleſhe, and with it ſuſteyne myne age, 
befoze that famine deuour thee , and thy 
body be conſumed, Render therefaze vnto 
thy mother that which ſhe gaue vntothee, 
fo thou cameſt of her, and thou ſhalt re- 
turne into ber. Foꝛ I wyll bzyng theeinto 
the lelfe ſame ſhoppe, in the whiche the 
heath of lyfe was bꝛeathed into thy noſe⸗ 
thwlles: fozaſmuch as thou art mp welbe- 
loued ſonne,whom J haue loued alwayes 
with all my ſtrength, be therefozemeate 
fo2 thy mother, an ignominie and repꝛoch 
to the ſeditious, that by violence haue 
taken away our foode. Whercfoze mp 
ſonne heart my voyte, and ſuſteyne my 
ſoule and my lyfe, and goe to the ende that 
is determined fo2 thee by my handes, 
thy lotte be in the garden of Eden and 
Paradiſe:be thou meate fozme, anda 
rebuke and ſhame (0 S ſeditious , that 
g itt 
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they may be compelled to ſap, Loe « wo- 
mon hath killed her ſonne , and bath eaten 
yum. So when ſhe had thus ſpoken to her 
ſonne,ſhe tooke the chylde, and turning her 
face away leſt ſhe ſhoulde ſee hym dye, ſhe 
kylled hym with aſwoozd,and after cut his 
body into certayne peeces, whereof ſome 
ſhe roſted, ſome ſhe ſodde: and when ſhe 
had eaten of them, ſhe layde vp the reſt to 
keepe . The ſauour of the fleſhe roſted 
when it came out into the ſtreetes to the 
people, they ſayde one to another: ſee here 
is a ſmel of roſt meate. U hich thing came 
to p knowledge of the leditious at length, 
who went into the houſe of the woman, 
and ſpake roughly vnto her, Why Ghoul: 
deſt thou haue meate to lyue with , and 
we dye foꝛ hunger? The woman made 
them anſweare , and ſayde vnto them, 
Be not diſpleaſed, J beſecche you, with 
your handemade foꝛ this, f pou ſhall 
lee I haue reſerued part fox pou , Opt 
poudowne therefoze , and I wyl bzyng 
it you, that ye map taſt thereof, foz it ts 
very good meate. And by and by ſhe layde 
the table, and ſec beloꝛe them part of the 
chyides flethe, laying, Eate a 
er 
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here is a chyldes hande, ſee here his foote 
and other partes, and neuer repoyt that if 
is any other womans child but mine owne 
only ſonne that ye knewe with me, hym I 
bare, and alſohaue eaten part, and part I 
haue kept fo you. Whiche when ſhe had 
ſpoken, ſhe burlt out, and weapt, ſapeing, 
Oh my ſorme,mp ſonne, bow ſweete walt 
thou to me whyles thou pet lyuedſt, and 
nowe at thy death alſo thou art ſweeter to 
me then hony. Foz thou halt not onely 
fevde me in this molt greeuous famine, 
but thou haſt defended me from the math 
ofthe ſeditious, wherewith they were in- 
cenſed to wardes me, when the ſmell of 
the meate bꝛought them into my houſe. 
Nowe therefoze are they become my 
freendes,foz they ſyt at my table , and I 
haue made them a feaft with thy fleſhe. Al. 
ter ſhe turned her to the ſeditious, and bad 
them eate, and ſatiſtie them ſelues; foz why 
(ſapth ſhe) ſhoulde ye abhoꝛte my meate 
whiche J haue ſec befoze pou J haue (as 
eiſfied mee ſelte therewith, why therefoze 
doo pon not eate ofthe fleſhe ol my ſonne⸗ 
Taffe and ſee how ſweete my ſonnes fleſh 


is, I dare ſap pe wyll tap it is good meate. 
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What needeth pitie: Ought pe to be 
moze moued therewith then a woman It 
pe wpll in no wyſe eate of the ſacrifice of 
mplonne , when as J haue eaten thereof 
mee lelfe ; hal not this be a ſharne fo pou, 
that I ſhoulde haue a better hart and grea- 
ter courage then pou * Bebolde , IJ haut 
pꝛepared a fapze cable fo2 pou, moſt vali- 
ant men,whp eate pe not: Is it not a good 
feaſt chat I haue dꝛeſt fo pou? and it was 
pour wyll chat I ſhoulde make pou this 
ſeaſt. It had been my part rather to haue 
been maued with pitie of my lonne, then 
pours; and home chaunceth it cherefoze 
that ye are moze mercifull then J: Are 
not pe they that ſpopled mp houſe, and left 
me no kinde offoode foz me and my ſonne? 
Are not pe they that conſtrapned me to 
make pou this feaſte, natwithſtandyng the 
great hunger that J haut: hy then tate 
ye not thercof, when as ye were the auc⸗ 
tours & the cauſers that I dpd this derde? 
The Jewes hearyng this matter, were 
woouderfully ſmitten into ſadncſſe: pea 
eucnthe gouernours of the ſeditioug, be⸗ 
gan to ſtoupe when thep heard of this, ſo 
chat they all in a mancr e 
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they wereſo amazed at this hoyrible acte , 
Banp therefoze of the common people 
Calc out in the nyght foozth of Pieruſalem 
with all their ſubſtaunce, to the Romanes 
campe, and ſhewed Titus of this, who 
wept thereat, and was ſozp foꝛ the matter 
excecdyngly, holdyng bp his handes to 
heauen, and crying, Thou Loꝛde God ol 
the wozlde, God ol this houſe, to whom al 
ſecretes arc knowen, whiche alſa knoweſk 
mp hart, that I came not agaynſt this Cis 
tie as deſirous of warres, but rather of 
peace,whiche Z euer offered them, but pet 
the citizing thereof eucrmoze refuled it, 
although J oftentymes entreated them: 
And when they deſtroped one another by 
their ctuill diſtention, J-wouldehaue deli⸗ 
uered them, but I founde them alwayes 
lyke molt ſierce and cruel beaſtes, nothing 
ſoaryng them ſelues. And this miſchiele 
is come nowe ſo farre , that a woman 
bath eaten her owne fleſhe , being d2ztuen 
were vnto by moſt extreame neceſlitie , I 
haue hearde, and mp fozefachers haue 
tolde me all che power that thou haſt ex⸗

deis, The Romanes therefaze, when 
had gotten that dooze ofthe Santtumſantfo;

fpe : which when Titut(awe;he made 
great ſperde to quenche the fyze , and'to 
laue the Sanflum ſanklorum, but he 
coude not yoo it, there dyd ſo many ſet u 
a ſyꝛe in ſo many plates. Titus therfoze 
cryed vnto them, that they ſhoulde not 
doo ſo: but they would not heare hym 
Foꝛ lyke as a vehement floodde of 1 — 
bꝛeaketh all thynges , aud dꝛyueth them 
downe befoze it: euen fo with a furious 
violence the Sentyles ruſſhed vppen the

Titus there⸗ 
fore with Joſeyb. went to Rome, leauyng 
Bonian, Ioſephes bzother at Iieruſalem, 
who was appoynted the chiefe Pꝛieſt of 
them chat abode there: fo2 that dyd Ioſepb 
requeſt of Titus, whiche he perfourmed, 
The ſeditious were all flapne in that bat⸗ 
tayle, which they tooke in hand fo2 the peo⸗ 
ples lake, and the Temple of the Lond.

'] VERE were certaine people at that 

tyme dwellyng amongſt the moun⸗

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bad nofinowledge of the vſe of iron no} 
armour, pet this was thep2 maner : that 
one of chem with a great pole burnt a litie 
at the end, woulde put to flight a hundꝛed 
good ſouldiours, were they neuer lo well 
appoynted and armed. Untyl this peere 
they were alwayes ſhut in: but nowe be⸗ 
png oppꝛeſſed with a great dearth and fa⸗ 
mine th2oughout al cheyꝛ lande, they ſent 
Embaſſadours to the people of Purkan 
theyꝛ nepghbours , requpung them that 
they woulde open the ftraightes of the 
motmcapnes,that they might come foozth 
with theyꝛ wpues and cyyloꝛen to ſeeke 
them foode. The urkans graunted thepx 
requeſtes , and opened them the entrauns 
ces of the mountapnes . So they came 
fozth wanderyng here and there, and ſpoy⸗ 
ling diuers countrepes, tyl at length they 
tooke they iourney towarde the moun- 
taynes of che lande of Madai, where they 
founde hozſes , namely in the deſart ol 
Padai , amongſt the people of Arat.

lanitcs, knowpng they? valpauntneſſe. 
Strayght way be (ent to them Embaſſa: 
dours to make peace with them, and he 
woulde let them haue bictuals, vppon this 
condition, that they ſhoulde not ſpoyle his 
countrey. They made auſweare, It ſo be 
it he woulde keepe chem , and let them 
haue foode foz the ſpace ofone moneth, tyl 
the comein they2 owne countrey were 
rype, they woulde returne home agapne at 
the menethes ende. Foz we deſyꝛe not (ſay 
they) thy golde oz ſpluer , being men ſepa- 
rated from all entercourſe and traffique 
with other people, no2 any thyng cls then 
foode we ſeeke not. This they? requeſt 
the ruler graunted them, and let them 
haue a certapne grapne called Pil, ſod- 
den with one kynde of fleſhe oz other. 
The nun ber of them was ſeuen thou⸗ 
lande a hundꝛed and fiftie, and fiue thou⸗ 
ſande, a hundꝛed and fourtie perſons, 
Chen the moneth was ended , and the 
Alanices vnderſtoode che cone in theyꝛ 
owne countrep was rype, thep departed 
out of the lande of Padai, accozdyng as 


they 
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chey had ſwozne, and returned towarde 
thetr owne countrep, And as they were a 
goyng homewarde, M:thridates kpng of 
Ararat came agaynſt them to anoy them, 
mynding to dꝛyue them from his coaſtes, 
leſt they ſhould waſte his countrey. There⸗ 
foze whyle they paſſed through his coun⸗ 
trey goyng towarde their owne , Mithri- 
dates made warre vpon them, but his men 
were beaten downe bythe Alanites, Iyke 
as Camelles fall vpon the ground when a 
ſtrong man treades them downe, Then 
one ofthe poung men of the Alanites in 
deſpite pnt a ropeabout Mit hridates neck, 
and dzewe him after hym, vnto bis great 
ſhame. Mithridates gate out his ſwooꝛde, 
and cut a ſunder the rope and fledde. To 
whom the Alamtes lookvng backe, ſayde, 
Goe thy wap, geate thee home, and mooue 
no moꝛe warre vppon vs hereafter,fo2 we 
were not mynded to waſte thy lande, noꝛ 
pet to kyll thy people. Fo2 if we had euer 
entented it,cou'd we nat haue done it long 
ago, when as nothing is betwixt v3 + you, 
but che mouataynes cf ⁊tarat: But we 
were of this mynde, (at we ſhould great; 
iy offende-co kyll men of our owne ſhape 
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and lykeneſſe,See nowe howe Alexander, 
whiche went about to ſubdue the whole 
earth, and to declare his power, cloſed vs 
vp within our lande: why: becauſe he was 
a frapde we ſhoulde come out vpon hym. 
But we laught him to ſcoꝛne when he dyd 
it. It we had lyſted, we coulde haue letced 
bpm from ſhuttyng vs in, and to make no 
peace with hym: but we foꝛced not of his 
doynges. Fo? it is our cuſtome to keepe 
vs within our countrey, we ſeeke none o⸗ 
ther lande, when as our owne lande is bet⸗ 
ter then any other. It plea ed vs well that 
he encloſed vs, that the cruell wyld beaſtes 
whiche are in the mountaynes of Ararat 
coulde haue no paſſage to vs. The cauſe 
why we came out nowe,was nothyng els, 
then that we were greeued with a great 
dearth; and we determined to be no lon⸗ 
ger from home, then tpll our owne fruites 
were rppe,# then to returne, as pou lee we 
doo. If we had been minded to winne pour 
land, had we not ben able vtterly to haue o⸗ 
ucrcome pou, > tohaue getten the domini⸗ 
on ouer poubut neither pe noz your coun⸗ 
trey did euer delice vs greatly, ſoꝝ our mas 
ners differ far from yours, Behold þ kyng 
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of Madai, when he had kept bs ſoꝛ a ma⸗ 
neth, we dyd hym no harme, we are not 
wont to hurt men as ye are, that can not 
be content with pour owne ſkate, but muſt 
encroche vppon other mens inheritaunce. 
Nome therefoze goe and returne to your 
owe countrep, and ſo wyll we to ours, 
without dooyng vou any moze harme: 
wherefoze ye neede yot be afrapde of vs. 
Sothe Alanites went home to their owne 
countreps, haupng flapne of Mithridates 
people thꝛee hundzed choulande men, and 
neuer a one of chep2 owne was kylled, 
Titus hearyng of this, was deſirous ta 
goe vnto chem, to let them vnderſtande 
his valiauntneſſe: but he coulde not come 
paſſe it, becauſe all his beſt menne were 
ſpent inp warres at Hieruſalem. There» 
foze he determined to returne to Rome, 
after he had taken Pieruſalem, where he 
abode as yet beſides p Autoc hia. There he 
had intelligence that diuers of the Jewes 
were geathered togeather, with whom 
was E/ea/ar the ſonne of Anani the pꝛieſt, 
whoduryng the ſiege, fled vnto a cer» 
tayne holde, called Mezira, wheretpon 
many of the Jewes reſozted to hym. 
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Titus hearing this, that many had ioyned 
them ſelues to Elea/er, fcaring leſt aftet his 
departure, Elea ar might fro thence make 
a rode, and take Jeruſalem, and ſo x pll vp 
all the Eomanes , whiche ſhoulde be no 
ſmall damage tothe Romane Empire. 
TWheretoze be made out agaynſt hum, and 
ſent thy: her one Silcham a noble man of 
Nome, with a great hoaſt to beſiege Me: 
ira, but be could not geat it. Nn herfoꝛe he 
ſent vnto Titus fo an tron ran:me, tu bat- 
ter the walles wichall. Which after he bad 
receyucd, le beat downe the wailes of 
Mezjratherwith. The Jewes ſeeing that, 
rapſed a great countermure within of 
wood and timber, which the Romanes let 
fire in, and burnt. After that, they aſſaulted 
the towne from mezning til might, at what 
tune the Romanes left ot, ſuppoſing they 
were not able to pꝛeuaple againſt C ars 

defence in the darke. 
2 Leaſar in the meane ſcaſon called an 
aſſemblie of all che cheite men of the 
Jewes that were with hym, and ſapde vn⸗ 
to them in chis wyſe. Come hyther ye 
ſeede of Abꝛaham, and kingly pꝛicuhood, 
wbiche haue vntyll this dap cuer mur, 
" ; ed 
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led agaynſt the enimies of God: Let vs 
heare pour aduiſe what is beſt to be done 
agaynſt this multitude that is cummen 
vppon bs at vnwares. Pe ſee that at this 
time chiellp it becommeth vs to folow the 
courage and valiauntneſſe of our fopefa⸗ 
thers, wherewith they were in tyme paſk 
tndued, Conſpder mozeouer, that euery 


thyng hath his ende, and there are ſome 


tymes in warres, when as men are wont 
to folow p purſute, ſome time to flee from 
the ſame whom they purſued, and to hum⸗ 
ble them ſelues befoze them. And it it no 
ſhame to be humbled and diſgraced ,wben as 
all thynges haue their determinate ende. Al- 
beit who ſo is of a haut courage, he muſk 
fo eſtabliſhe his hart, that he quaile not 
wich feare, then ſhall he be deemed a vali⸗ 
aunt man If pe cherefoze be of that cou- 
rage that pe feare not death, then wyll J 
call you valtaunt men, # wooꝛchyly: Con. 
ſyder the foꝛtitude of Abraham our father, 
and the facte that he dyd: fo hauyng but 
one onely ſonne, whom Sara bare vnto 
hym in her age, he ncuer ſtaggered noꝛ 
fayed at it to offer him vp to the Toꝛde 
God fo2 a A my he thought 
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not that he ſhoulde kyll bym, but per⸗ 
ſwaded hym ſelfe molt certaynelp, that he 
ſhoulde pzomote hym to the lyfe and lyght 
of the Loꝛde, foꝛaſmuche as foꝛ the loue of 
God, t at his commaundement, he ſhoulde 
haue kylled him. TUap the thing that 1o/- 
chüahu the iuſt kyng dyd, who ſettyng at 
nought this wꝛetched lyfe, and aſpiring to 
euerlaſtyng felicitie,would not auoyde the 
teopardic ofhis ipfe , when as he myghe 
haue done it. Foz although Pherao Nec ho 
ſayd he came not agaynſt him, but againſt 
the king of the Challees, pet woulde not 
Toſchiiabu heare hym, but rather pꝛocee⸗ 
dyng agaynſt bara in armes, was ſlaine 
in the bataple, and went vnto that great 
light in the garden of Paradiſe, whiche is 
the lot and enheritaunce of che iuſt. e 
knowe that in this woꝛlde no man recey⸗ 
ueth che rewarde of his righteouſneſſe, but 
it is lapde vp ſoꝛ hym in the other woꝛlde: 
where he ſhall reape the fruite of his righ⸗ 
teouſneſſe,p he hath ſowne in this wozlde. 
Nepther tooth long Iyfe in this woꝛlde 
profite a man to the obtepnyng of cuerla- 
ſtong bliſſe, except he wooꝛke righteouſs 
nelle, x leade his ſoule foo2th of — e, 
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into lyght : lyke as contrarp wyſe, ſhoꝛt⸗ 
neſſe of lyfe hpndzeth no man from euerla⸗ 
ſtyng happineſle, pf ſo be it his ſoule haue 
no defect in thoſe thinges that pertayne to 
the woꝛld to come. Foz Abel. which was 
llayne of his bꝛother, liued no long life:pet 
when he had ended it, he obteyned euerla⸗ 
Ning reſt: But C ain, that liued long in this 
wozlde, was a wonderer and a runnagate 
in this earth, and after this lyle, went to 
perpetuall miſerie. owe therefoze mp 
brethzen, pf we alſo ſhall lyue any lon- 
ger, our lyfe ſhalbe a miſerable lpfe , and 
our dayes , dayes of vanitie and trauayle: 
yea, our ſoule as long as it ſhall remapne 
in this body, it ſhalbe coſſed with great 
tribulation: but pf it once goe fooꝛth, then 
ſhall it r eio pce, and neuer be afrayde, 
And all the dayes that it is inthe body, 
it neuer lynneth weepyng and mour⸗ 
nyng : fo} it is the ſpirite of lyfe, whiche 
is hedged in within the body, ſyn⸗ 
nowes „ bones, and other members, 
none otherwyſe then pf it were bounde 
with chaynes . The ſpirite is alſo that 
whiche quickneth the fleſhe, that is tas 
ken ol che duſt ofthe earth , foz fleſhe can 

not 
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not quicken the ſpirite. Belides this, the 
ſpirite is that whiche obſeruech and mar⸗ 
keth the fleſhe, and ſearcheth the woozkes 
thereof,ſolong as it is in the body. Yea, 
the fleſhe can not ſee the ſpirite, but che 
ſpirite ſcech che fleſhe alwayes, nepther is 
there any member of the body hydde from 
it. The epes alſo of the body can not per⸗ 
teyue what time the ſpirite reſoꝛteth to the 
fleſhe, and departeth from the ſame, fo2 
the ſpirite of man, whiche is his ſoule, is 
from heauen : but the fleſhe is taken from 
the earth. UWlherefoze the ſoule may re⸗ 
mapne without the body; but not like wyſe 
the body without the ſoule: and when the 
ſpirite comes to the fleſhe, it viſiteth it 
as a neyghbour is wont to goe and ſee 
bis neyghbour, and quickenech it: and 
when againe it departech from it, che fleſh 
dyeth, and if the ſoule wyl folow the deſires 
of the fleſhe, then this is the death of the 
ſoule : but it it geue no eare bnto the fleche, 
then ſhall the ſoule come to the light oflife, 
and the flethe ſhall dye. 

- Wheretoze the ſoule is glad when it de⸗ 
parceth out ofthe body, lyke as one that 
hath been bounde, is well apapde _ 
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he is dimiſſed out ofp2yſon . Fo2 al the 
whple that the ſoule ts kept cloſed in the 
fleſh,it is as it were a ſlaue, in moſt hard t 
greuous bondage under a hard maiſter. 
Therfoze when it departeth from the bd» 
dy, it is glad, becauſe it muſt go to the gar» 
den of Paradyſe. Thus ye ſee that in this 
life the ſoule is compared to a bond ſeruant 
and ſlaue Much moꝛe then this dyd he diſ⸗ 
courſe of the immoꝛtalitie and bleſſednes 
ofthe ſaule befoze them, which we haue os 
mitted here. And makyng then a digreſſi⸗ 
on from that, he lamented and weapt molt 
bitterly fo the caſe of the citie of _ 
lem,laying. 


WW Þrre is nowe the citie of Hieruſa: 
lem, chat great and populus Citieꝛ 
where is that moſt beaucifull Citie of Si⸗ 
on, and that holy Citie which rrioytced the 
whole earth: Oh thou wozlhpp of Jrael, 
the myꝛch of our hartes , whyther is thy 
gloꝛy come! where is thy magnificence 
O Mieruſalem: where be the hyls of the 
daughter of Sion: where be her kynges 
and pzinces $ where be the kynges that 
were wont to comme to enqupꝛe ok her 
weifare 
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welfare in her gates? where are her ſages 
andelders, her young and moſt valtaunc 
men, whiche were toconde and merry in 
her ſtreetes vpon her Sabbothes and fe- 
ſtiual dapes: where is her famous ſanctu⸗ 
arie, the vwellyng ok the almightie God: 
where is the houſe of Santtum ſanttorum, 
the habitation ofholpneſſe , wherein no 
man might let his foote but the hye pyteſk, 
whiche in al ages only once a peere entrcy 
into it: But nowe , O Hieruſalem, thou 
waſt once repleniſhed wich people, and re⸗ 
nowmed amongſt kings, beloucd of God, 
in thee was eſtablyſhed the ſeate of the 
kingdome of tuſtice and iudgemeut, whole 
ſtreetes were paued with moſt pꝛecious 
Marble, whoſe tualles glyſtered and ſhti⸗ 
ned with che ſame ſtone „ whole gates 
euery one were platted with golde and 
ſyluer, whoſe walles were buylded with 
great ſtones moſte honourablie , whole 
Pueſtes in che middes of the ſanctuarie, 
lyke to angelles of GDD and Princes 
ok holyneſle, wich ſacrifices and burnt ol⸗ 
ferynges, made the Loꝛde louyng to thee 
and thy people. Dowe art thou no we ſtuk⸗ 
fed full ol llayne men and carkaſes _ 
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haue peryſhed, ſome by the lwoonde, ſome 
by famine? and hom are thy ſonnes that 
dwelt in thee, and the ſtrangers alſo that 
reſoꝛted vnto thee, to honour thy keaſtes, 
bꝛoughbt to ruiue nowe in thee: Howe art 
thou fallen from the hepght of thy pꝛyde, 
and how art thou ſet a fire # bzent evenvn- 
to thy foundations, © art left deſolate and 
ſolitarie: What epe is ſo bard that can be⸗ 
holde thee: Nhat hart ſo tony that can a» 
byde to ſee thee? Dow art thou become a 
burping place of carkaſes? and ho are 
thy ſtreetes made voyde and deſtitute of 
lpupng creatures? and they which here- 
tofoze were replenyſhed with lyupng , are 
nowe ſtuffed with dend. How hath the 
athes of fire couered thee, that the Sunne 
can not come at thee? Howe doo the aun- 
cient men whiche in tymes paſt dpd fit in 
the myddeſt ol ther, in the ſeat of wyſe- 
dome, iudgement, and iuſtice, now they 
ſytte by the carkaſes of they chyldꝛen, to 
dꝛyue away crowes & beaſtes from them, 
hauyng they2 hoare heades beſpꝛinckled 
with duſt and aſhes, in ſteede of they? glo⸗ 
ry And thoſe women thy daughters that 
arelefte „ they eee 
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themthat made thee deſolace,not that they 


map lyue, but to be vnhalowed and pollu⸗ 
ted who ſhal ſee all theſe thynges in thee, 
and (hal deſyꝛe co lpne,rather then to dye: 
who knowyng thy magnificence that thou 
haddeſt oflate,andnowe ſhall ſee thyne ig · 
nominie and the diſhonour ofthe ſame, wil 
not choſe to dyc? And woulde God we had 
been dead befoꝛe, that we myght not haue 
feene in ther thy repꝛoch: 02 who would 
bꝛyng to paſſe that we myght lacke eyes, 
that we ſhoulde not be compelled to (ee 
theſe miſchtcfes that arc in the middes of 
thee : And beholde we lyue a moſt fozow- 
ful lyfe, foꝛ our enimies even nowe afoze 
we be dead, caſt lottes bppon our ſonnes 
and daughters, to diutde them amongeſt 
them to be their ſeruantes # handmaydes. 
hen Eleaſar had ended this lamentati⸗ 
on, he ſpake to the people that was with 
hym, thus. 


Ow therfoze bꝛechꝛen and frendes, 

ake compaſſpon of pcur (clues, 

your wines & childzen, with old men whi⸗ 
che be with pou ; let them not be led into 
bondage without all mercy 4 that they be 
| not 
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not tonſtrapned to mourne bnder the 
handes of they} entmies. Foz if pe do this, 
pe lerſe wiihou all Doubt all places that 
are pzepared fo2 you in the wozld of righte» 
oulneſle, neyther ſhal pe haue any part in 
the lygbc of lyle Nea rather with your 
one handes by chem : Fo yt ye wpſt 
malo, they (habe counted as ſacrifices 
wod acceptable vnto Gad. And that done, 
we. wpl after iſſue out vpon our animies, 
and fyght agaynſt them tyll we dye valy» 
aundy to: the glozy of the Loꝛde. Fo; we 
wyll neuer ſuffer them to bynde vs wich 
bondes and chaynes, as bonde ſlaues in 
the bandes ofthe vncircumciſed. Neyther 
wyll we lee our auntiem men to be halen 
by the beardes befoze our eyes moſt miſe- 
taluy, no2 yer our mapdes, wpues, and 
daughters to be pz0pbaucd, vnhalowed, # 
deflowed, no2 ourſonnes cryeing to vs, 
and we can not helpe them. Fo whac ſhall 


vur lyfe auaple vs, after that our lande is 


deſolate, our Sanctuarie raſed, the Na- 
manes rauyſh our wyues and daughters 
befoze our eyes, and oppꝛeſſe our ſonnes 
wich a moſt greeuous and harde poke $ 
Nowe therekoze it is -—y fozvs to w_ 
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all our wyues and chyldꝛen, whole bloody 
God ſhall accept chaukefully,as the blood 
of burnt offerynges „ and after we wyll 
iſſue out vppon the Nomanes, fight tpl we 
be all deſtroyed, and dye fo2 the glozp of 
the-Lozdeour God. Theſe men therfoze 
went and gathered togracher their wpues 
and daughters, embated them, and kyſſev 
them, ſayeing, Is it not better foz you to 
dye in pour holy countrey honozably, then 
to be ledde away into bondage with great 
ignominie and ſhame into the landes ol 
vc ur enimies, and be compelled to dye be. 
foze the idolles of the + Thele 
layeinges when the people had heard, they 
due ſooꝛth that nygyt in great ſoꝛowe 
and penſpueneſſe, weeping and making 
great lamentation : but they all confe# 
with one acconde, that thep had rather dye 
then liue. Therfozealloone as it was dap, 
Eles/ars companions kplled they) wyues 
and chyldꝛen, and caſt thep bodies into the 
ceſternes and welles that were in Mezi- 
rah. couering x ſtopping them with earth. 
Afterward iſſued Eleaſar the pꝛieſt fooꝛth 
of the Towne with al his men, and foꝛced 
a battaple vppon che Romaneg,of _

the Tewes kylled a great mumber, and 
fought ſo long tyll chey all dyeo manfully 

fo: the Loꝛde God, 
BUT Titus left aremnaunt of 1/7ae! in 
the citie 7afn«b,andthe villages there⸗ 
abuit,and in the citie $itter,and Aoſſa. and 
Meir villages: in whiche place Nabban lo- 
chanan ſonne of Sakkai was appopnted 
chiefe . Bcnian the pneſt, younger bꝛother 
to Toſepb the pꝛieſt, was put in aucthozitie 
by Titus for Tojepbes ſake, oner all the 
Jewes whiche were at Hieruſalew, At the 
lame tyme was Ne ſe bb ag a prince of 1/r4- 
el put to death, and Iſchmaelſonne of FU 
cha the high pꝛieſt. Bojeoner, Titus was 
minded to haue put Nabbau Gamaliel, fas 
cher of Naſch ag to death: but Nabban To- 
chanan loime ot Sal ai made ſure foꝛ him, 
c ohteyned pardon fo2 his lyfe. This Nab- 
ban Iochanan was he that came foozth of 
Hieruſalem, in p beginning when / aſpaſian 
father of I ius came fpꝛſt agaynſt Hieru- 
ſalem, hom J aſnaſian honoured greatiy: 
inſomuche as when he returned to Rome, 
be commended this Nabban locharan to 
bis ſonne 7itus, commaundyng hym to 
honour hym, fo2 he perceyued he wis 
Rk il a wyſe 
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a wpſe man. Titus raigned two peeres 
after he hadde taken Pieruſalem, and 
dyed, Me was a very eloquent man, 
expert in the Latine and Greeke tongue, 
c wit diuers wozkes in both the tongues. 
Ve loued moſt enarely iuſtice and equi- 
tie: fo2 be waſted che citie of Hieruſalem 
agaynſt his wyll, and beyng compelled 
therevnto , Yea all the miſchiefe that 
came vpon it, happened th2ough 
the malice & noughtineſle 
of che ſeditious, as we 
haue touched 


befoze.

Foure times by the 
hands of Sanherib, and fourc times 
by Nabuc hadne⁊ ar, once by / aſpa- 
ſian, and once by ſuper iitious Adrian . 
Firſt inuaded them Sanherib, ind tranſps · i 


ſed the Rubenites,the Gadites, and the halle Sennac beril. 


tribe of M anaſſe. Me tooke away alſo the 
golden Calfe which Jerob oam the ſonne of 
Nebat had made, De led them into Halab 
Habor, to the floobde of Gozan, and to the 
cities of the Medes , This captiuitte was 

in the time of Pel ab. tue ſonne of Nemalia. 
The leconde captinitic . Ho/ce the 
ſonne of Ela remapned, and ſlue Pekab i! 
the ſonne of Nemal a. Gfierwarde he be- 
came the ſeruaunt and ſubrecte of Sen- 
herib ſeuen peeres , Then came Sanherib 
the ſeconde tyme, and caryed away the 
tribes of Ar, I ſac har, Zebulon, and 
Nephtali, of whem he let goe free onelp 
ons of euery evcht, Me tooke away al⸗ 
ſo another Calfe that mos in Bethel. 
Kk tit After 
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{if After the death of Ahez;, raigned Hizk- 
Zedekia. abu his ſonne in his ſteade foure peeres. 
The fourth peere of whoſe raigne, San- 
berib came and entrenched Sama: ia, beſie⸗ 
ging it thꝛee peeres, and at length tooke 
i, in the ſirth yeere ofthe raigne of Hiz li- 
«bs , Do ledde he away the /fraelites that 
were in Samaria, the tribe of Ephraimand 

Manaſſe. This is the thyꝛde captiuitie. 
ii Clhen Nabuc hadnegar had raigned 
Sanberib per- eyght yeeres, he made warres agaynſt 
aduenture, Hieruſalem, byyngyng with bym the 
Chuteans heretickes out of HPabylon, 
Ethiopia, Hemates , Auim, and Sephar- 
uauim: and as he warred vppon Idea, 
he tooke in that countrep a hundzed and 
fiftie cities, inthe whiche there were two 
tribes, Iuda and Simeon, whom he tooke 
with hym, and cauſed them fooꝛthwith 
to be ledde into Halab and Habur, vntyll 
the kyng of the Et / iopians rebelled a⸗ 
gaynſt hym, whoſe kyngdome was on the 
binder partes of Egypt. Then takyng 
Tuda# Simeon with hum, he made warre 
with the kyng of Ethiopia . So the holy 
and bleſſed GOD placed them in darke 
mountaynes , Mere was foure captiut- 
ties, 
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ties, whereby tenne cribes went info exile 
by Sanberib, There remapned pet of 1«- 
da. II o. P. and of Beniamin. 130. M. in 
Hieruſalem, ouer whom raigned Hizkia- 
bu, Mozeouer, Sanherib came out of Ftbio- 
pia agapnſt Hieruſalem the fifth time, leas 
upng with hym. 110.thouſande : but the 
holy Lozde ouerthzewe hym there, as it 
is mitten, And the Angel of the Lorde iſiu- 
ing foorth,ſmote in the bouſe of Aſſur .

thouſande menne . His people therefoꝛe 
was ſlayne, and no man left but Sanherib 
and his two ſonnes, and Nabuc hadneg ar. 
and Nebuſaradan. This ſlaughter was in 
the fourceenth peere of Hizkiabu, From 
whiche ouerthzowe , vntyll the time that 
Nabuchadnezar tnuaded the Jewes, in 
the raigne of lehoiakin . were a hundzed 
and ſeuen peeres. 

The fourth peere of Tehoiakim came vb. 
Nabuc hadne ⁊ar the fyꝛſt tyme , and ca: 
ryed away thzee thouſande, and twentie, 
and thꝛee, of the tribes of Jada and Benia- 
min, and of other tribes ſeuen thouſande,all 
the able men, and all theyꝛ power, binding 
them with chapnes.

Foꝝ there was in it the ſanctua- 
rie, the aulter, the offerynges, incenſes, the 
oꝛdinaunce of bꝛead, of faces, the houſes of 
ſtudies, and ſcholes without number, men 
of great ſubſtaunce, rycheſſe, and power, 
But wpcked rag anus made warre vpon 
them,and flue very many of them.

Then came Alexander, the kyng of A4 
cedonia and ſlue Cyrus, and when he hadde 
raigned.i 2. pceres, he dyed, After hym 
came foure vſurpers, whiche afflicted the 
Ilſraclites.1 58-yecres. But after that the 
ſonnes ol Heſmonaicame, they flue thoſe 
bſurpers, and takyng the dominion from 
them, raigned them lelues. 103. peeres. 
Then raigned one Herode the (eruaunt of 
Haſmonai, who kplled his maiſters, and 
their whole familie,ſaue one mayd whom 
he loued. But ſhe climyng vp to the coppe 
of an houle, ſayde, There is no body lefte 
alyue of my fathers houſe but J alone : ſo 
the caſt her ſeife headhlong from the toppe 
of the houſe 5 and byed » Herode dyd 
lape her in Honie, and pꝛeſerued her foz 
the ſpace of ſeuen peeres. There were 
that ſayde he hadde carnall copulation 
with her after the was dead.

Then came V aſpaſian Ce ſer, and Titus his 
wyues ſonne, and waſted the ſecond houle, 
carying awap I ſrael vnto dome. This is 
the nienth tranſmigration. Moꝛeouer, one 
Sitter remayned after the deſulation and 
waſting of the cemple fiftie a two peeres. 

Atter that, Aarianus who vſed ſupers 
Nition with bones, made watres bpon 
them, and crauſpoſed ae! from their 
coumrey when he had ſpoyied it, conuey⸗ 
ing them into Spapne. This is the tenth 
captuntie. 

This Adrian banquiſhed the Jewes
